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Nelson Morris received one New Lear's gift 
yesterday that he would prefer to. be without. 
It came in the shape of a cablegram from his 
agent at Antwerp and conveyed the unwel- 
come news that the Belgian Government has 
prohibited the importation of live cattle from 
the United States on the ground that pleuro- 
pneumonia is prevalent in this country. This 
closes all the ports of continental Europe 
against American cattle and beef products 
and leaves tothe exporter only the British 
market, which, in its present condition, is not 
a desirable one. 

Anembargo on dressed beef and packed 
goods has been in force in most of the Euro- 
pean countries for some time, and its effect 


has been to seriously cripple our foreign 


trade, but now it has been extended to the 


s prohibition of live cattle the export business 


will be completely paralyzed. At least this 


is the conclusion of Mr. Morris, and he should 


lay. spread open before him and he was tear-* 


be a good judge, as he is the largest exporter 
of cattle and beef iu the United states. Mr.

present Congress, ‘I realize,” said Mr. 
Baker, that there fs little prospect ‘of suc- 
cess uniess they ate joined by some of the 
Democrats from the grazing and agricultural 
distriets..

Exporters would not be so worried over the 
embargo on direct shipments of cattle from 
America were it not that the present prohibi- 
tion is made to extend to shipments from the 
United States sent via England. Our cat- 
tle. have been shut out of foreign 
ports before, when pleuro-pneumonia or 
some other disease really did exist here, 
but the aggregate of shipments from the 
American seaboard continued just as large as 
ever. The shippers used to seni their stock 
to Liverpool, where, after a suitable rest, the 
steers would be reshipped to the continent and 
received without question, the most expert 
veterinarians being unable to find any trace 
of disease among them. Now when this coun- 
try is absolutely free from any form of cattle 
disease the true animus of this foreign pro- 
hibition is shown in the extension of the em- 
bargo to all American live stock, even if it 
has been in Eagland for weeks. 

It is not unlikely that some of the cattle 
ehipped to Antwerp have found their way into 
France and Germany since the route via En- 
giand has been closed. Atany rate the order 
of the Belgian Government was entirely un- 
expected, as there had been no complaint 
from that country, and this is taken by cattle 
men as a sure sign that the Belgians have 
acted under strong pressure from one of the 
other nations named.

The dinner was not 
a success. Many around the festive board 
were angry and the rest pained and uneasy, 
Bishop McDonnell of Brooklyn and Bishop 
‘McQuaid of Rochester left the scene abrupt- 
ly, and the toast list that had been prepared 
was omitted from the program. 


DEAN HOLE LEFT WITH THE MONEY. 


People Have Unkindiy Feelings 
‘for the English Divine. 

Boston, Mass., Jan. 1. —[ Special. |—Dean 
Hole recently gave a lecture in this city. It 
was agreed that one-third of the proceeds of 
the lecture should go to the Episcopal City 
Mission, and in preparation for the lecture the 
mission went to the expense of considerable 
printing, and also made arrangements for a 
large reception, at which there were to be 
present the Bishop of the diocese, many 
prominent clergymen, and a large number of 
the best known people of the city.

BRAVE YOUNG MEN eno PROTECT 
HIGHLAND PABK. 


That Pleasing Suburb Is Overrun with 
SBerglars and Sneak Thieves and to 
Save Their Property the Citizens Or- 
ganize a Vigilance Committee~Ama- 
teur Policemen, in Heavy Marching 
Order, Catch One. Man, Who Bre aks 
Out of the JaileFeatures of the Job. 
At Highland Park heroism is the order of 


the night. The twenty burglaries, of which 


the tale has been told in Tun Txauwune, have 
been followed by others and the increase of 
the night police force of one man to five times 
its ordinary strength having proven inade- 
quate to check crime the Vigilance commit- 
tee called for volunteers, The response was 
immediate and now the picked young wen of 
the place all wear large stars, carry revolvers 


and buil’s-eye lanterne, and patrol the park 


from the time the buglers at Fort Sheridan 
blow tapes till the first call for reveiile 
sounds from the guard-house, It is the swell- 
est kind of a police force, but it isa husky 
one as well, and the youngsters keep up their 
travels all night, undismayed by the fear of 
burglars or the dark shadows of the deep 
ravines through which their patrol routes lead 
them. The City Hall is cold, but the depot is 
warm, and these the Park’s Finest makes it 
headquarters. From the Government Reser- 
vation on the north to Idiewild on the south, 
and from the lake to the slough they travel 
their beats, and while they have succeeded in 
gathering in but one thief—and he esca bed 


from jail—things have occasionally been 


made interesting for homeward-bound resi- 
dents of the park whe have been out later 
than ordinary. 

The man who escaped from the. jail after 
arrest was a thief. There is no doubt about 
that. Mayor Fletcher has the evidence in his 
possession and will show it to the grand jury 
at Waukegan if the prisoner will but come 
back and say he is sorry he broke out of the 
new burglar-proof jail. This prisoner had on 
a pair of socks which had been stolen from a 
Highland Park clothes-line. He had on a 
shirt which had also been stolen. He was a 
bit shy about showing the shirt, but the 
authorities stripped off the sweater that he 
was wearing and the garment was revealed. 
This shirt had never before been worn by a man. 

Now when that particular garment was put 
to the soap suds before bemg hung out to dry 
the day it was gathered in by the prisoner 
part of the bosom was found to bes«ripped. 
Consequently it was taken out altogether, to 
be sewed in just prior to, ironing. It was the 
absence of this from the garment worn by 
the captive, and the perfect fitting in the 
vacant place of the piece when restored by 
the head of the family which lost it that 
fastened the theft on the prisoner. 

Volunteers in Plenty. 


When Mayor Fletcher and Messrs. Morgan, 
Kirk, and McDonald of the Vigilance com- 
mittee called for volunteer night policemen 
these are those who responded: Peter 
Loesch, Edward Spellman, Harry Morgan, 
Robert Obee, Thomas Dooley, James Larkin, 
Henry Buford, Michael Cray, and Wiafield 
Ellis. This force is headed by William Ed- 
wards, day poiiceman at the park, and John 
Kleine, formeriy the sole night policeman. 
Now the houses of the fathers of some mem- 
bers of this town guard have been entered, 
which is an incentive in itself for faithful 
performance of duty from ©. H. 
whose house has been entered four times. 
His son is one of the volunteer policemen. 

The orders delivered to the force are to stop 
people who are out at unseemly hours and to 
become satisfied before letting them pass that 
they are law-abiding citizens. Persons act- 
ing suspiciously are to be run in. Now, 
there were volunteers for police work beyond 
the number thought needful, and some of the 
earnest but rejected ones, wanting the novelty 
of a night’s watch experience, started out te 
guard property on their own account. House. 
holder Everingham reached home on a late 
train one night and while on his way home 
ward was held up and asked to give an ac- 
count of himself by three unofficial police- 
men, said to be Bert Cole, Edward Waite, and 
Edward Campbell, The night was dark and 
Everingham was nervy. He pulled a gun and 
held up his three captors, who have since 
manifested a decided distaste for police duty. 

It is stated firmly by Northwestern rail- 
road trainmen that the terrors of a fast night 
run in an engine cab or a caboose are as noth- 
ing to the dangers that beset them going 
home. They are neld up regularly, they say, 
and they are afraid some time one of the re- 
volvers of some youthful member of the force 
may go off. Yesterday morning justas the 
police force had separated fur the night, 
weary with their work, the report of a revol- 
ver was heard. The force rallied, but the 
shot could not be traced surely to its source, 
but there are not wanting those who declare 
it was a traiman getting even. 

They Chase a Newsboy. 


Walter Clark is a Highland Park newsboy. 
He goes to the depot long before daylight to 
wait for his supply of papers. He carries a 
langern that throws but a feeble light. He 
was inadark hallway arranging his wraps 
before venturing out in the cold Sunday 
morning. The occasional flash of his light 
and its position in a doorway aroused the sus- 
picions of two alert members of the police 
force, Edward Speliman and Harry Morgan. 
They made for the place and ordered the 
bearer of the light to yield himself up. He 
fled incontinently. “ Halt, or we fre, 
brought the newsboy toa standstill, but his 
teeth chattered so he could return no answer 
to his challengers, on whose part a personal 
inspection was necessary before they deter- 
mined the character of their catch, 

‘There was a plot laid the other night by the 
suburban policemen to catch a burgiar, or 
more than one if they would drop in, Around 
a house where some schoolteachers live and 
which is remote from the city’s center a man 
went prowling one night. He was a suspicious 
looking man. The matter was reported and 
the police patrol hatched the plot, which was 
admirable in its ofiginality if not in its effect- 
iveness. The attention of Capt. Shea is called 
to it. A detail of policemen went to the house 


after nightfall, told the dwellers therein to go

BALTIMORE AND OHIO PUROHASE, 


Secures a Direct Line to Pittsburg and 
wn Ge Still Farther. 

Ustoyrown, Pa., Jan. 1.—In addition to the 
Baltimore and Ohio purchase of the 
Monongahela branch, it has also com- 
pleted a deal for the West Virginia 
and Pittsburg road, which extends from 
Clarksburg to Camden on the Gualey, a dis- 
tance of 100 miles. This givos the Baltimore 
and Ohio a direct line to Pittsburg 
from the latter point. The plan is 
to extend the line from Camden to 
Charleston, through the interior of West Vir. 
ginia, where it will connect with the Chesa- 
peake and Ohio, giving the Baltimore and 
Ohio a direct line through the most valuable 
coal and timber sections of West Virginia.

O’Nein, Neb., Jan. 1.—[Special,]—Mrs. 
Barrett Scott reached this city at midnight 
last night with the startling intelligence that 
ten miles east a party of men had. ambushed 
her husband. Barrett Scott, and shot him to 


death. The tragedy, she said, was enacted at | 


2 o’clock in the afternoon, 

Yesterday morning Barrett Scott. accom- 
panied by his wife and little girl and niece, 
Miss McWhorter, and a hired man named 
John Schmidt, started for their home in 
O'Neill. About 2 o'clock, when they reached 
the most lonely part of the road, about ten 
miles northeast of O'Neill, they were called 
upon to halt. Mr. Scott discovered on the left 
of the road thata half dozen men, who had 
been hiding in the ruins of an old sod hut, 
had him covered with Winchesters. He told 
Schmidt to punch the horses up and ho did 
so. This unlooked-for proceeding on the 
part of the occupants.of the carriage called 
forth a protest from the murderous gang in 
the form of a volley of lead from their Win- 
chesters.. Then from a canon on the 
other side of the road a half dozen 
more of the bandits put in an ap- 
pearance and also commenced firing. Both 
of Scott's horses were shot, Scott himself re- 
ceiving a bullet in the cheek, while Miss Mo- 
Whorter was shot in the Back. Neither Scott 
nor Miss McWhorter was dangerously wound- 
ed. After killing the horses the occupants of 
the carriage were easy prey to the highway- 
men. Scott and Schmidt were bound, gagged, 
and blindfolded, and thrown into a wagon 
that the mob had in readiness. and they started 
off, going in a northwesterly direction. 
Mrs. Scott and her little daughter 
were siléit spectators, while the hus- 
band and father, with blood streaming 
down his face from the bullet-wound 
in his cheek, After the women got out of the 
carriage and ten of the mob had started off 
with Scott a closed carriage drove up, into 
which the women were placed, one of the 
gang acting as driver and another being up 
in the rear as bodyguard. They all wore 
masks and were heavily armed. 


Compel the Women to Walk. 


The men who had the women drove until 
dark, by which time they had got about ten 
miles from the scene of the hold-up. The 
buggy was then stopped, and the driver asked 
Mrs. Scott if she could walk. She said she 
could, but feared Miss McWhorter, who was 
wounded, would be unable to walk. She was 
informed, however, she would have to get out 
and walk toa house about one mile from 
them. Mrs. Scott, who was nearly prostrated 


. with grief, begged the man to drive them to 


the house, but he refused, and they got out of 
the buggy and walked to the house. where 
they got the farmer living there, Frank Bar- 
tell, to take them to O'Neill. 

Sheriff Hamilton and a posse at once 
started out to the scene of the conflict, The 
Sherif has not returned at this writmg 
(10:55 p. m.). 

At 10:30 last night Schmidt, who was taken 
with Scott, reached this city after walking 
about. éightéén miles. From him were 
learned the following facts: The wagon in 
which Scott and himecif were placed was 
driven slowly. He said they would stop 
about every fifteen minutes and whistle, 
as if signaling to some persons who 
were viewing the procession. About dark 
they stopped and taking both men from the 
wagon took them into an old barn. They 
had been there about an hour, when one of 


. tie mob approfiched and removed the fags 


from the prisoners. Then they told Schmidt 
they would let him go. As Schmidt was go- 
ing out the door Scott said to the mob: II 
you are going to kill me, for God's sake do it 
quick.“ 

Schmidt started on the double-quick, and 
after traveling about eight miles came to a 
house where he stopped and asked the dis- 
tance and direction to ONeill. To the farmer 
résiding there, Patrick Gaghan, he told his 
story. 
. Searching for the Barn. 

Schmidt started out from here with a dozen 
men this morning to try to find the barn 
where he was last night, but has not returned 
at this writing. One of the persons that was 
out this afternoon returned at 6 o'clock and 
said he thought they were on the track of the 
parties, and that the Sheriff would probably 
make some Arrests tomorrow. Mrs. Scott says 
she does not think there is any question that 
Scott was murdered, The citizens of O’ Neill 
are making strenuous efforts. to capture the 
perpetrators of this high-handed crime. 
This is the second crime of this kind 
that has been committed in six months. Six 
months ago a mob took a man named Hil' 
from a constable who had him under arrest, 
and he has never been heard from since. As 
that country abounds with numerous cafions 
and creeks, a man could be killed and buried 
and his remains would probably never be 
found. The following are the facts which 
probably brought on this crime: 

Three years ago Barrett Scott, then a pros- 
perous farmer of this (Holt) county was 
elected County Treasurer as a Republican. In 
1891 he was elected for the second time. 
Shortly after his second election he had some 
trouble with the Board of Supervisors, a ma- 
jority of whom were Populists. They ousted 
him from office and appointed J. R. Hayes 
of this city as Treasurer. Mr. Scoit 
refused to vacate the office, and the board 
applied to the Supreme Court. Mr. Scott 
held the office until July 11, 1893, when the 
Holt County Bank of O'Neill failed. Mr. 
Scott had several thousand dollars of county 
money deposited in the bank, and after the 
failure the board crowded him still harder, 
and in August, 1893, he got what county 
money he could and fled to Mexico.

SUPPOSED MURDERERS ARRESTED,

MYSTERY IN V. H. BUTLEs’S OASE. 


Peculiar Acts of the Ex-Congreseman’s 
Brother and the Rumors Afloat. 

Inpranapouis, [nd., Jan. 1.—[Special.}— 
James Butler arrived from Oelwein, Ia., this 
afternoon for his brother, ex-Congressman 
Walter H. Butler, but the two will not return 
to lowa before tomorrow or next day. Young 
Butler had to telegraph to Washington for 
money with whichto buy tickets back home. 
Several queer features in connection with the 
vase developed here after the brother’s ar- 
rival, He went directly to police headquar- 
ters and began to turn that office upside down, 
figuratively, acting in such an independent, 
autocratic way that presently there was a 
clash with Supt. Powell, who bluntly informed 
the young man he was acting more likea 
crazy man than bad the ex-Congressman. In 
every one of the numerous dispatches to the 
department James Butler had instructed the 
Chief to have his brother’s picture taken, and 
in his last dispatch yesterday he had instruct- 
ed the Chief to keep close watch on Lawyer 
Phillips of Oelwein, who had been sent here, 
after a meeting of the City Council and the 
Mayor of Oelwein, to look after the missing 
man. Chief Powell asked young Butler for 
some expianation of his conduct and was told 
Phillips was one of his brother’s enemies and 
was in a conspiracy against the ex-Congress- 
man. The brother would not further explain 
himself, leaving an impression there is much 
more behind the case than has thus far come 
out. Those who have met the ex-Congressman 
here refuse to believe he was ever flighty in 
his head and do not accept the story that he 
wandered away from home not kuowmng 
what he was about. Last night before return- 
ing home Lawyer Phillips said nothing had 
created so much talk in lowa in years as the 
disappearance of the ex-Congressman and 
that every one about Oelwein believed he had 
been murdered by a set of politicians who had 
got him in a game of poker. Mr. Butler him- 
self denies he ever played anything more than 
a penny-ante game, and the chance of his be- 
ing murdered was a highly absurd faacy. 

QOELWEIN, Ia., Jan. 1.—[Special.]—A large 
and curious crowd met the Great Western 
train this afternoon expecting to see Walter 
Butler, a report having been circulated he 
would arrive by that train. He failed, how- 
ever, to appear. It is said Butler was rtly 
deranged for a period of six months fifteen 
years ago.

VICTIMS OF A MANIAC. 


D. J. TROMBLEY MURDERS HIS WIFE 


_ AND HIS OHILD AT BAY OITY 


He Then Sets Fire to the House, but Is 
Subsequently Arrested=—His Attempt to 
Commit Suicide by Jumping into a 
Well Is Frustrated=Train Wreck at 
Munele, Ind., Causes One Death and 
Three Serious In urtes- General News 
from the Northwest. 


Bay Crry, Mich., Jan. 1.— [Special.] Dan 
J. Trombley cut his wife’s throat early this 
morning, set fire to his home, and burned hi- 
l-year-old child to death. The crime was 
clearly the deed of a maniac. The fire was 
discovered by neighbors at 5:20 and the fire 
department soon had the flames extinguished. 
None of the family were about and Chief 
Harding began rummaging about the lower 
part of the house to see what he could find. 
On a bed in a little room on the first floor 
he found the woman’s body partly burned 
and that of the. baby beside her. The lower 
part of the body was badly burned and both 
were dead. An examination showed the 
woman’s throat had been cut in three places. 

There were two clear cuts on both sides of 
the throat, both of which reached clear to the 
bones. A third directly over the throat was 
but little more than a ecratch. There were 
no marks of violence on the child’s body. 

Trombley was nu where to be seen and none 
of the neighbors had heard from him, Every 
officer in the city and county was put out to 
search for him. Sheriff Southerland was the 
first to find the man. A rumor reached the 
city he had jumped into a well on the Hilli- 
ker farm near Oak Grove. Fully five miles 
from his home, Southerland found him. He 
was at the Hilliker house shivering behind a 
stove. At 7 o’clock, after breakfast, Hiiliker 

went out to do his chores and heard some one 
calling. He could not understand where the 
calls came from, and looking into his well 
was surprised to see a man there. The well 
is-box curbed, about three feet square and 
thirteen feet deep. The water came to the 
man’s waist. Hilliker thought he was some 
mild lunatic who had escaped from the poor 
farm, and with the assistance of neighbors 
got him out and gave him dry clothing. They 
notified the poor farm superintendent, who, 
having heard of the murder, notified the 
Sheriff. 

At the jail Trombley declared he knew 
nothing of what had happened. When told 
of his wife’s death he deciared he was inno- 
cent of all charges. Some one said his wife 
was not burned to death, but had been found 
with her throat cut. This dazed him fora 
mome But he again stated that he was 
innocent of any crime. 

Trombley is the son of an old settler here, 
his father being wealthy. He is 33 years old 
and has been mariied about ten years. is 
wife's home was in Duluth. He was a lumber in- 
spector and for several years did a good busi- 
ness. Lately, however, he has been going to 
the dogs and was considered crazy by nearly 
everybody who met him, but was not thought 
to de dangerous. Last fall he ran for 
office of County Clerk ona stump ticket 
and got just fourteen votes in the county. 
He carried on a campaign of a peculiar 
nature, and several times made threats 
against the lives of other candidates. Last 
summer for a while he was employed as con- 
ductor on the street railway, but worked only 
three or four weeks, and since that time has 
done nothing, his father having supported the 
family.

IS IT ANOTHER HYPNOTIC MURDER? 


A Boy Says an Old Man Made Him Do 
the Killing. 

Mepora, N. D., Jan. 1.—[Special. |—A hor- 
rible story was told tonight to the Coroner’s 
jury concernmg the death of Ed Severson, 
who was shot at Märk Wadsworth’s ranch 
Dec. 21.

Upon the retirement of Judge Nelson from 

the United States District Court of Minneso- 

ta, which will occur shortly, it is understood 
the President will aproint Commissioner 

Lochren of the Pension Bureau to the vacant 

place on the bench. A transfer of Commis 

sioner Lochren would of necessity involve a 

change in the Pension Bureau and require 

the selection of another Commissioner to con- 
duct its affairs for the remainder of this ad- 
ministration. It has been suggested, how- 
ever, that Deputy Commissioner Bell be pro- 
moted, as he is well versed in the affairs of 
this branch of the public service.

Another plan involves the mailing of an in- 
voice setting forth specifically the character 
‘and quantity of the dutiable articles with the 
view of collecting the duty on delivery in New 
York. Inspectors of the Treasury Depart- 
ment would be stationedin Liverpool and 
would have entire charge of the examination 
of baggage and the determination whether 
articles were dutiable, subject tothe usual 
rules regarding classification and appeal. If 
some such system as this could be carried 
out it would only be necessary to examine on 
arrival the hand baggage of the passengers as 
tney left the vessels and such trunks as they 
had with them in their state-rooms. It is be- 
lieved that great convenience would result 
and thedelays which now occur would be 
greatly reduced. Twenty-five or thirty in- 
spectors are on duty under the present sys- 
tem on the arrival of a large ocean steamship, 
but where there are many passengers it is 
impossible to complete the examination of 
baggage inside of several hours, and the pas- 
sengers are compelled to wait in lettered 
compartments, like prisoners, corresponding 
to the first letter of their names. A passen- 
ger entitled to some official recognition and 
to whom in consequence the customs officers 
were ordered to extend the usual courte- 
sies in such cases, reported recently that ho 
wae compelled to wait four hours for the ex- 
amination of his baggage. If this is the 
treatment of passengers entitled to courte- 
sies the lot of the ordinary passenger with- 
out courtesies must be frequently a hard one, 
Mr. Hamlin hardly expects to get the matter 
in shape so as to secure definite legislation at 
the present session- of Congress, although it 
may be possible to secure authority in an ap- 
propriation bill to arrange for inspection and 
classification of dutiable articles in the dis- 
cretion of the Secretary of the Treasury.

“ Inasmuch as the law officers of the Post- 
office Department were not consuited in ro- 
gard to the alleged counterfeiting of postage 
stamps used in albums, said Assistant At- 
torney-General Thomas, that branch of the 
service has not felt itself called upon to give 
advice on this question.

A reform in the present system of keeping 
passengers from Europe waiting for hours on 
the wharves on arrival at New York pending 
the examination of their baggage for dutiable 
articies is under consideration by Assistant 
Secretary Hamlin. Itis doubtfulif the re- 
forms he contemplates can be made without 
authority of Congress, but he is carefully 
studying the subject and seeking suggestions 
from those in a position to assist. The solu- 
tion of the present difficuity lies, in Mr. 
Hamlin’s opinion, in having the baggage 
examined onthe otherside before starting 
for the United States. Several methods of 
doing so have been suggested. It would not 
be necessary to have the examination on the 
steamer, but it could be made at some con- 
venient point at Liverpool, to which tne bag- 
gage could be sent and examined by an in- 
spector at the passenger’s convenience, Bag- 
gage found tocontain no dutiable articles 
could then be sealed with an official customs 
seal and packed in the hold of the vessel in 
the custody of the steamship company, and 
not to be opened until arrival in New York. 
The treatment of dutiable articles has not 
been fully decided upon. The passenger 
might be required, where they were not 
bulky, to remove them trom his trunks before 
sealing, so that they would be found in his 
possession in his unsealed baggage on arrival 
in New York.

He Is Well Pleased with the Recent Pop- 
5 ulist Fiat Declarations. 
the St. Louis conference of the Populist 
party Senator Stewart ot Nevada said today:

The great major- 
ity of the Republicans of the two Houses of 
Congress coéperated with the President in 
the.extra session, and reduced the money of 
the United States to the gold standard. This 
union of the two old parties to maintain the 
gold standard requires the political union of 
all who are opposed to it. If that union can 
be effected. success is certain. If it 
cannot, d t is inevitable. The importance 
attach this one issue by those who are 
striving to establish a gold standard is shown 
by the facility with which party lines are 
obliterated when it is made a question. What- 
ever may be the separate vaiue of the other 
measures indorsed by the conference they are 
relatively of minor importance to the money 
question, and as they are certain to engender 
antagonisms and divide the friends of finan- 
cial reform, it isin the part of wisdom to 
subordinate them to the main issue, which 
must first be settled before any other reforms 
are possible.“ 


NEED IN THE JEWISH SEOTION, 


Many Are in Danger of Starvation if Aid 
Be Not Given. 

In no part of the city is there so much suf. 
fering, want, poverty, and actual starvation 
as in that dismal locality known as the Jew- 
ish section. It has always been the chief 
scene of labor for the many charitable er- 
ganizations headed by benevolent Jews, 
as well as several Christian charities, This 
year there exists a combination of evil cir- 
cumstances which indicate the coming of a 
worse condition than ever before. Where it 
all may end can only be imagined. The 
awful condition of the poor cannot be exag- 
gerated. The miserable, tumbledown 
houses in which the majority of the people 
live are in much worse repair than ever be- 
fore. Few landlords have made any pro- 
vision against the cold weather by repairing 
gaping walls or rotten roofs, The streets and 
sidewalks are covered with dirt, refuse, and 
garbage boxes which are seldom cleaned. 
Hundreds of families are without means of 
support and will be absolutely dependent on 
charity before spring. 

Butchers and bakers have raised their 
prices. Meat is a luxury seldom enjoyed. 
Bread and water are the diet of many a large 
family. A half-dozen large families can 
often be found living in one small house to- 


' tally unfit for human habitation and too small 


to properly she!ter even one family. A trip 
through the streets south of Twelfth street 
between the river and Halsted street as far 
south as Twenty-second street is enough to 
make one sick at heart. Scantily dressed 
women and children with pinched, pale faces 
look longmgly at the shop windows where 
bread and meat are offered for sale. Hun- 
dreds of men without employment or means 
of support lounge about the public places and 
talk in low tones of hard times and the possi- 
bility of relief. ‘The free soup-house must be 
opened soon. The one started by A, K l 
last winter, the first one ever opened in Chi- 
cago, saved many from starvation. 

An average of 500 were fed every day and 
tons of bread and meat were given away. 
Medical attendance was Rania free and a 
greater charity was never maintained in the 
city. Mr. Kopperl, who isa venerab'e Jes. 
ish banker, whose place of business is in the 
center of the stricken section, is loved by the 
people of the district, who look to him in 
blind confidence that amounts almost to wor- 
ship. He is assisted generously by dozens of 
benevolent Jews in all parts of the city, as 
well as tho United Hebrew Charities, 

Mrs. Kopperl, who has been ill for several 
months as a result of her efforts in the inter- 
est of the poor last winter, is again in the 
midst of the relief work which has already 


begun. 

A list of 200 destitute families has already 
been booked. These must be supplied regu- 
larly with food and fuel and the rent for the 
houses in which they live must be paid or the 
landiords would evict them. 

Many evictions have already been threat- 
ened, as the landlords find by experience that 
some one will pay the rent rather than see 
the families thrown into tne street in the mid- 
dle of the winter. are few imposturs 
among the applicants for charity. In the 
majority of cases their need is only too appa- 
rent. 

Meetings will be held this week by repre- 
sentative business-men who will attempt to 
break the pool formed by the Jewish meat 
markets for the increase in price of meat of 
from 50 to 100 per cent.

FULL POLIOE COMMITTcE 10 MEET. 


Kerr’s Followers Think They Have a Ma- 
jority -Vote. 


When the Council Committee on Police 


meets today there will be atug of war as 
to whether the Kerr subcommittee, to which 
has been delegated the investigation of the 
police, will be .recalled or continued. It is 
believed that seven members of the commit- 
tee out.of the thirteen will vote to allew the 
subeammittee to proceed regardless of the 
action of the Council directing that the entire 
committee carry on the work. It is claimed 
by many that the purpose of the movement to 
recall the subcommittee is simply to defeat 
the investigation, while others hold that the 
object is simply to give certain Aldermen a 
chance to distinguish themselves as reform- 


ers. 
The preliminary work of the Kerr subcom- 


mittee has developed the fact that the public 
is exceedingly anxious that an investigation 
take place, and the attention that has been 
given the subcommittee has been instt u- 
mental in awakening more or less jealousy 
among certain members of the Council. It is 
alleged by some of those who frequent the 
City Hall that this is the main reason why the 
order was forced through the Council direct- 
ing that the entire Police committee act in 
the matter. It is also asserted that there isa 
strong desire on the part of certain Aidermen to 
direct the investigation in certain channels, 
and that the Kerr committee is bent on not 
doing any whitewashing. For this reason it 
is desired toclip the Kerr committee of its 
power and place the inquiry in the hands of 
the uli committee. 

If Ald. Noble, who has been ill for several 
days, is unable to be present tomorrow, it is 
said the vote of the committee on the ques 
tion to recall will stand six to six. A tie vote 
wili not be sufficient to carry the proposition. 
Those who are leading the fight to recall ne 
subcommittee assert they have enough votes 
te carry their motion. If they fail it is prob. 
able Chairman Cooke will call a meeting of 
the full committee to institute an investiga- 
tion on behalt of the whole committee, but 
the seven members favoring the subeommit 
tee will no doubt at once break the quorum. 

Mayor Hopkins said yesterday that he would 
allow the resolution for an appropriatiun for 
83.000 for policeinvestigation to become a 
law. ‘‘I shalinot interfere with the Council 
or the Police committee in the slightest de- 
gree,” the Mayor said when asked what he 
wou d do with the resolution for the appro- 
priation. ‘** The investigation seems to be 
demanded in some quarters, and I think it is 
best to let the Aldermen go ahead and have it 
out. 

The order of Ald. O'Neill for the Mayor 
and General Superintendent of Police to in- 
struct the police to pay no attention to the or- 
ders of the Police Commission the Mayor will 
also allow to become effective without ad- 
dressing the Council.

SELVES ON THE PARK PONDS. 


North-Siders Have the Best of the Winter 
Spart Because the Lincoln Park Lukes 
Were Fileoded and Freshly Frezen=— 
Washington Park “ees Lively Gime: of 
“Shinny "= West-Siders, Too, Make the 
Most of the Ice for a New Tear“ Cele- 


br ition. > 
Skating furnished about as much New 
Year’s amusement for the young people of 
Ohieagy as any other sport. There was nota 
lake or pond in the city where the ice was in 
any kind of good condition that was not cov- 
ered neatly all day log and far into the 
night by merry, laughing boys and girls, who 
were having the best kind oratime, Bven 
big Lake Michigan was frozen over enough 
close 1ato shore to bear up a hundred or 
more skaters, whodiscovered that the ice was 
„ god.“ Young men cut pigeon wings” and 
** grapevines ” and other d.ificult figures, to 
the great admiration of people who watched 
them from hotel windows on Michigan ave- 
nue and from the windows of Lllinots Central 
trains. The ice was not firat rate on any of 
the lakes, except perhaps at Lincoln Park, 
but it furnished lots of sport for the people 

who had skates. 

Grexwt Sport at Lincoln Park. 


The New Year nowhere appeared brighter 
or more joyous than in Lincoln Park. The 
sun was shining all day, the air was crisp and 
bracing, and there was no wind. Every street 
car that ran toward the park was crowded, 
and every drive and walkway leading to the 
artific.al lake was thronged. Every one on 
the North Side who had a cutter was speeding 
his horre through the grounds. Every boy or 
girl who had a sled was coasting down the 
hill ide, and every person olf any age or either 
sex who owneda pair of skates had them 
strung around the neck and was pulling for 
the skating gyound. The superintendent had 
scraped away the snow and let in some water 
at some places Munday nighi to get ready for 
the company, and everything was in the best 
possible condition to begin with, though the 
ice was soon cut up again by the skates. 

To a person who witnessed the skating yes- 
terday at Lincoln Park the first thought was 
that there must be some mistake about the 
population of Chicago, and that instead of 
being exaggerated it surely must be under- 
stated. By a sort of New Year illusion it 
really looked as if the population of the State 
of Illinois was present on the ice. The arti- 
ficial lake, as far as the eye couid reach north 
and south, was perfectiy back with people. 
Here were the G- year-oids, the small boys and 
girls, the larger boys and girls, the young 
men and young women, and the grown folks. 
Here were the poor and humbly clad, the 
well-to-do, and the fur-trimmed aristocrat. 
Here were the expert skater, cuiting his name 
on the ice, and the timid learner, catching 
every now and then a fall. ere were well 
fed people, and some who were not so well 
fell, and who were kept quiet only 
by the presence here and there of a 
gray-coated policeman, who stood around on 
the ice at the risk of his life. From the whole 
throng arose one continuous shout of laugh- 
ter and merriment. Practical jokes were 
numerous, games were played, and races were 
ru The pavilion, where most persons put 
on their skates, was crowded full the whole 
day. The sport lasted not only through the 
day but to a late hour last night. 

“Shinny” at Washincton Park. 


The lakes in Washmgton Park were crowd- 
ed with skaters from early in the morning 
until long after the sun wentdown. Young 
people from all over the South Division made 
their way thither in street cars, elevated 
trains, and any other way they could get 
there. The ice was not particuiariy 
good though. It wasn’t good to start 
with and the great number of skaters who 
glided over it soon cut the surface full of ruts. 
But that didn’t make much difference, There 
are dozens of games that can be piayed about 
as well on rough ice as on smooth and the 
crowd went iu ior those. Sninny was the 
favorite with the boys, They swung their 
bent “ shinny sticks as cavalrymen swing 
their swords and hammered a block back and 
forth over the pondsat agreat rate. Cross 
tag was another favorite game, in which both 
buys and girls joined with great enthusiasm. 
Quite a number of fathers, who are not too 
od to skate, but who have babes that are too 
young, drew their offspring about the ponds 
in sleds, 

The young people of Englewood who went 
ous to skate divided themselves between the 
Washington Park lakes and the chain of lit- 
tle ponds in Auburn Park. The latter were 
black with skipping, sliding, jumping young- 
sters all througn the day. Bat there were 
not only skaters un the Auburn lakes. There 
were bicycies and trained goats and dogs 
joining in withthe antics and sports, One 
young man rode a bicycie, to which he had 
tied a sled to haul his baby in, and thus the 
biggest part of his family was out fora New 
Yeur’s drive. Three or four young boys had 
a goat attached to a sled and were making his 
Billyship drag them all over the ice. Anoth or 
party of children was playing the same sort 
ofatrick on a dog, but the dog didn’t seem 
to care. One thmg about the South Side 
skaters was they didn’t stay long. A little 
bit of puffing over the rough ice was enough 
to satisiy them. But there were thousands of 
peopie but and the ice furnished a great deal 
of sport. 

West-Siders Skate, Too. 

The West Side lakes were also covered with 
skaters most of the day. Skating in the 
parks” was the word that went the rounds 
among the young folks on the West Side and 
as a consequence the street cars were crowded. 

t was the first chance many had to use their 

bristmas skates and the opportunity was not 
lost. At the little twin ponds at Union Park 
skaters were as th.ck and as busy as bees about 
a hive. There were boys and girls and fuli 
grown men and women cutting figure “ 8’:,”’ 
doing the grapevine,“ swinging about with 
the ** Dutch ruil,” and gomg through the 
other movements skaters perform. ‘The ice 
at Garfield and Dougias Parks, where the 
snow had been cleared away, was alive with 
skaters cutting all sorts of fantastic figures, 
Skating was one of the chief sources of New 
Year’s amusement for the youth of the West 
Side, but it could have been much more en- 
joyable had the Commissioners gone to the 
trouble of keeping the ice in better condition, 
which easily couid have been done. 


OUT IN PLATE-GLASS PR.OES IS OW. 


Failing to Form a Trust War to the Death 
Com mences. 

Pirrspure, Pa., Jan. 1.—With the New 
Year will commence the war to the death be- 
tween the plate-glass manufacturers of this 
country. A cut of 20 per cent from existing 
prices will be made by the Diamond P.,ate- 
Glass company of Kokomo, Ind., and the 
Pittsburg Piate-Glass company. The cut is 
caused by the recent conference in Pittsburg 
of plate-glass manufacturers, At this meet- 
ing an attempt was made to forma combina- 
tion of the plate glass interests, which finally 
tell through. 

C. B. McLean of the Pittsburg Plate-Glass 
ers ree in-speaking of this meeting, said: 

We were to increase our stock to $10,- 
000,000 and buy the other plants. An agree- 
ment was finally reached and these were the 
vaiuations: The Pittsburg Plate-Glass com- 

ny plant, 85,300,000; tne Diamond plant, 
2.800, 000; tne Howard works, $600,000; 
and the Charieroi and Crystal plants, $1 * 
000 apiece. Another meeting was held later 
in Cleveland at which the Howard Piate-Glass 
company refused to sell, although the Presi- 
dent had agreed to take $600,000 for 
the plant at the conference. Conse.

We have deen notified that the 
Diamond company would cut the price of 
piate-giass 20 per cent tomorrow. e will 
make the same cut and the price of plate- 
giass will be 2944 cents per square foot. The 
presert price is about 36 cents.

Able to Turn Exile t> Advantage by Easy 
After the last fiasco before the citadel of 
Ajaccio the situation of the Buonapartes was 
momentarily desperate. Salicetti had ar- 
ranged for his own return to Paris, where he 
would be safe. Nupoleon felt that flight was 
the only resort for himand his, According y, 
on June 11, three days earlier than his pa- 
tron, he and Joseph, accompanied by Fesch, 
embarked with their mother and the remain- 
der of the family, to join Lucien. who had re- 
mained et Toulon. The Jacobins of that city 
had received Luulen, as a Corsican bs 
th ger. with honor. Doubtless his family, 
bomeless and destitute tor their devotion to 
the republic, would find encouragement and 
help until some favorab.e turn in affairs 
should restore their country to Frarce and 
reinstate them not only in their old 
sions, but in such new diguities as would fitly 
reward their long and painful devotion. 
Such, at least. appears to have been Napo- 
leon's general idea. He was provided with a 
legal certificate that his family was one of 
importance and the richest in the depart- 
ment. The convention had promised com- 
pensation to those who had suffered such 


losses. 

As had been hoped. on their arrival the 
Buonapartes were treated with every mark of 
distinction, andample provision was made 
for their comfort. By act of the convention 
women and old men in such circumstances 
received 75 france a month. intants 45 francs. 
Lads received simply a present of 25 francs. 
With the preliminury payment of 150 francs, 
which they promptly received, toe Buona- 
Peston were better off than they had been at 

ome. 

Lucien had appropriated Napoleon’s cer- 
tificate of birth in order to appear older than 
he was, and, having now developed into a 
fluent demagogue, was soon earning a small 
salary in the commissary department of the 
army. Fesch also fouad a comiortable berth 
in the same department. Joseph calmly di- 
played Napoleon’s commission in the na- 
tional guard as his own, and received a higher 
p ace with a betrer salary. The sovereignty 
of the convention was everywhere acknowl- 
edged. tneir revolutionary courts were estab- 
lished far and wide, and their iegations, cloth- 
ed with dictatorial power, were acknowle.ged 
in every camp of the land as supreme, su- 
perior even to the commanders-in-chief. It 
was not exactly a time for further military ir- 
regularitie -, and Napoleon, armed with a cer- 
tificute from Salicetti that his. presence in 
Corsiva for the last six months had been nec- 
essary, betook himself to the army headquar- 
ters at Nice, stiil cherishing hope, it seems, 
that he might find some opportunity to leada 
succes-ful expedition against the little citadel 
of Ajaccio. Such a scheme, at all events, oc- 
cupied him interm.ttently for nearly two 
years, or until it was banished forever by 
visions of a control far transcending the 
limits of Corsica.—The New Life of Napoleon 
in the Century for January.

Siam Free Press: Some time ago I heard 
a story of a gold mine that was said to be in 
existence in the Chantaboon Province, An 
old villager that I met told me that the mine 
had never been worked, He recollected in 
his childhood, about fifty years ago, that a 
party with four elephants visited the place, 
but be does not remember whether they found 
the mine or not. Two or three Cambodians 
are reported to have found nuggets in the 
bed of the stream, but no one has 
ever been adventurous enough to follow 
the stream to its source, The greatest possi- 
bie amount of superstition exists about this 
mine. Some allege that those who go there 
never return. They either die of sickness, 
the influence of the Evil One, or fall a prey 
to wild animals. Three Englishmen attempt- 
ed to reach the source of the stream where 
this mine is reported to be, but had to aban- 
don the idea for various reasons. At starting 
they had to take a narrow path that had been 
made by cardomom ” gatherers. 

Aiter keepmg on this path two days they 
reached a pool of dirty water. Here their 
guide took them aside and whispered to them 
not to talk of tigers, as the forest in that part 
was infested witn them, and that they would 
surely wisit the camp if they only, men- 
tioned the name. Promising to be 
discreet, they went down to  exam- 
ine the pool, and found the whole 
p ace actually trampled down by wild boars, 
wiih a few tiger footprints. Here they rested 
fur the night, and next day proceeded on their 
journey. If the footprints around the pool 
led them to believe their guide’s reports of 
wild animals they were now perfectly con- 
vinced, for on either side of the path they saw 
the destruction worked by wild elephants. A 
little further on they came to a spot where the 
mammoths had rested for the night. That 
evening they found that one of the carriers 
who had charge of the provisions had taken to 
his heels, As they had no cooking utensils 
they were compelled to cook their rice in a 
tobacto tin, and along with a steak of a civet 
cat (Meo-pa) managed to make a dinner. 

At this spot the guide informed them it was 
impossible to go on unless they waiked along 
the stream barefooted. After walking in this 
manner for about five hours they came to the 
falls. Here they had to climb up rocks thirty 
to forty feet high by means of the roots of 
trees growing through the tissures, the gu de 
pointing them out places where goid had been 
found. After climbmg up higher they came 
to the junction of two streams, and 
the guide now told them that he did not 
know the road farther up and that he 
was afraid. One of the party got 
dysentery here, and they then determined to 
burry back, especially as they had only rice 
with them, and not even a bamboo to cook it 
in. This excursion can only be done in the 
months of January, February, and March. 
It would be a good opportunity for a sports- 
man who desired to combine business with 
pleasure. Ponies and pack animals could not 
possibly go; the ouly way of transport would 
be by carriers, and it would be very hard to 
obtain more than two or three men, as the 
people are so superstitious. 


A WONDERFUL LIGHT, 


Ite Illumination Equal to About 250,000,- 
000 Cand ie- Power. 

The idea of an electric light which, fed by 
a current from a dynamo actuated by a forty 
horse-power engine, and giving 7,000 candle- 
power, can have its illuminating intensified 
more than 35, 000 times, is not easy to grasp. 
It means the projection of a stream of light 
of about 250,000,000 candle-power, 
and it is no wonder that the an- 
nouncement that such alight is about to 
be used in this country has been received 
with some incredulity in Europe. Yet this is 
the efficiency of the light which will he short- 
ly erected at Fire Island for the iliumination 
of the adjacent coast and the protection of 
the fleet of ships entering New York harbor, 
A remote suggestion of the power of this 
lamp may be arrived at by bear:ng in mind 
that an ordinary oil lamp is about/thirty-eight 
or forty candie-power and then trying to 
imagine the combined beam of about 3,000, 
000 lamps. The ordinary electric street 
light may be put down at 100 candle- power, 
and 250,000 of these would about represent 
the strength of the Fire Island light, 

The most powerful oil lamp yet made is 
supposed to shine out on a clear night fora 
distance of thirty-five or forty miles, but the 
new light will flash its welcome rays to the 
incoming European liners when they are 
120 miles away. The light revolves rapidly 
and throws out its beams with the intensity 
and speed of lightning. The motive power 
wh ch actuates it is a simple clockwork ar- 
rangement contained in a box two feet square, 
and although the revolving portion of the 
light weighs fifteen tons, the mechanism con- 
trolling it is 8o delicate that the pressure of 
two fingers will turn it. The value of this 
inarveious lamp can only be determined by 
practical working, but it promises to repre- 
sent an immense stride in the science of coast 
and lighthouse illumination.

SUGGESTIONS FOR CHaNGES IN LAW. 


Statutery Revision Commission Receives 
Optnion<« from Various Lawyers.

The Statutory Revision Commisssion has re- 
ceived suggestions as to modifications of the 
statutes from the following persons: 


. Z. Landes, Mount Carmel, Judge of the 
Sevond Circuit—That the law in relation to the 
partitiop of real estate be amended so as to 
vice in the atlowapce and apportionment of at- 
torneys’ fees; that the same shali not exceed 5 
per cent of the value of the prem.ses, if the same 
are not valued at ovér $500, and not exceedi 1 
per cent if valued at more than that sum; ‘alae, 
that the law filing the fees of witnesses 
be changed so as to provide that where the Jud 
in any case finds that a witness was not su 
posnaed in good faith he shall tax the fees of 
such witness against the attorney or party at 
whose instance such witness was called. 

Alexander McHiroy, Paxton, County Judge of 
Ford County— That the statute on voluntary as- 
sigaments be amended so as to provide for the 
selection of appraisers to value and set off to the 
assignor his statutory exemptions; that the time 
allowed for closing insolvent estates be fixed at a 
period longer than one year: that all sales of 
real and personal property should be at public 
auction, after due notice, unless the court on pe- 
tition should order otherwise; that the assignee 
be requirsd to report at least once every six 
months; and that this act be changed in several 
other respects.

If Mr. Springer has paid 
any attention whatever to intelligent public 
sentiment, his new bill will leave the State 
banks just where they are and will not give 
them permission to go into the business of 
supplying the people with bad currency. The 
experience of the generation before the war 
proved it was unwise and unsafe. The expe- 
rience of the generation since the war has 
proved it to be unnecessary. The General 
Government, which for thirty years has had 
exclusive control of the currency, as the Con- 
stitution meant it should, must mot turn over 
its functions to the creatures of States. If 
Southern Democrats vote against a bill be- 
cause the wildcats are not let loose, and beat 
it, the next Congress will pass the bill. Mr. 
Springer should provide also for funding a 
portion of the evidences of indebtedness of 
the government in low-interest bonds on 
which the national banks can issue notes to 
their face value. The credit of the ‘ govern- 
ment will be improved, the demand on it for 
gold will be relieved, and the soundness of the 
currency will not be impaired in the least. 
And there Mr. Springer might stop, leaving 
further legislation to the next Congress. 


A wrirer in the December number of the 
Review of Reviews of New York suggests that 
Germany should restore to France the French 
speaking part of Alsace-Lorraine, and that 
probably by this means Germany and France 
would be reconciled and universal peace as- 
sured. This suggestion has been indorsed by 
the American branch of the Permanent Inter- 
national Peace Bureau, and by it addressed 
to the Emperor of Germany with the request 
that he will “speak the one werd for which 
the world is waiting.“ The French speaking 
part of the territory in question is but about 
one-quarter of the whole, being nearly the 
western half of Lorraine and a small patch in 
the middle of the western side of Alsace. In 
the language of Mr. Carnegie, who has written 
a letter on the subject, ‘‘such a compromise 
would ask but little from Germany, and yet 
that little should be satisfactory te France.“ 
If it were so the cession would bea great 
thing for Germany, by saving many millions 
each year that now are expended ia keeping 
up a military establishment, the chief reason 
for which is a desire to be ready to meet 
France in case the latter power should make 
war upon her. Of course the cession would 
be a good thing for France, but also it would 
be for the other powers of Europe, for many 
of them might reduce their standing armies 
with advantage and perfect safety if the dis- 
quieting Alsace-Lorraine question were set- 
tled forever. 


ALD. POWERS AND THE GRAND JURY. 

The Alderman from the Nineteenth Ward 
has yet to be investigated by a Council com- 
mittee, but he does ndt seem to think he has 
anything to fear from it after having run in 
safety the gantlet of the grand jury. 

How it happened that that body did not in- 
dict him is something which must have sur- 
prised a good many people. ‘The story of his 
negotiations with the agent of the company 
interested in defeating the cigaret ordinance 
was so plain and straight as told in the paper 
which printed it that it was difficult to escape 
the conclusion that if that identical story was 
told to the jury it would be impossible for it 
to avoid indicting him, Nevertheless it did 
not do so, but decorated Powers with a coat 
of .whitewash, to which still another and a 
thicker coat will be added by the Council com- 
mittee. 

There is a hypothesis as to why the jury did 
nothing which is worth stating. It may be 
taken for granted that the motive of the 
great majority of those who posed as friends 
of the ordinance to require a $500 license 
fee of all dealers in cigarets was blackmail. 
They were confident that either the dealers 
or the company which supplies them with 
their goods would pay liberaliy’tS block this 
legislation. 

The Council had passed previously an ordi- 
nance, the propriety of which could not be 
questioned, dealing with the sale of adulter- 
ated cigarets. This ordinance has not been 
enforced by the Mayor, but that was not what 
inspired the pending ordinance. That was 
designed for the benefit of the Aldermen and 
not of the community. 

It seems to be admitted that the cignret 
company wanted to defeat this last ordinance 
and discussed the matter with some of the 
Aidermen. Finally the representative of the 
concern appears to have laid a trap for Ald. 
Powers, hoping to kill the ordinance by show-. 
ing that its supporters were not actuated by 
the purest motives. 

But the grand jury did not appear to take 
any interest in the matter when Powers’ case 
eame before it. It does not seem to have 
sent forthe Alderman who went back and 
forth between Powers and McCoull. It sim- 
ply listened to the statement of the latter and 
of the shorthana reporter. According to the 
reports in some of the papers neither of these 
was as positive before the jury as when the 
story was originally published. The jury 
took no keen interest in the investigation, and 
the Aldermen suddenly ceased to take any in 
their ordinance. 

Here is where the hypothesis comes in. 
When the story was first made public the Al- 
dermen were in a great state of indignation. 
They set out by asserting that it was all a lie 
and that Powers had not been near MeCoull. 
His friends tried to prove an alibi for him. 
But when that individual admitted that there 
had been an interview, then the boodle Alder- 
man said the whole thing was a put-up game 
to smirch Powers and to defeat the ordinance. 
That nefarious plot, said they, should be baf- 
fled, for they intended to pass the ordinance 
with a wha andayell. They have not done 
80.

men found out that the matter was more seri-

ABSURDITIES OF FREE SILVER CRANKS 
AND KNAVES. 

The free silverites say that there is not gold 
enough in the world to supply a sufficient 
amount of monéy and that this shortage of 
gold must be made good by the use of silver. 
If all the gold and all the silver were employed 
then they think it barely possible that there 
would be a sufficient supply of money for the 
world’s needs. These ussertions are made in 
communications and in speeches. At the re- 
cent meeting of People’s party men at St. 
Louis these declarations of the insufficiency 
of gold and the necessity of supplementing it 
with silver were made repeatedly. 

There is but one method of using silver 80 
asto cure this alleged deficiency of gold 
whichis favored by these people. That is 
the free coinage of the first-named metal ata 
false ratio of 16 to 1. They will listen to 
nothing else. A proposition tocoin the world’s 
silver at a ratio of 33 or 34 to 1 and thus sup- 
ply the money which they say is lack- 
ing is rejected by them, They will not 
listen to Secretary Windom’s plan, which 
would have enabled large quantities of silver 
to be used without danger. They say there 
must be more silver money because there is 
not enough gold, but that that silver money 
must be put into circulation on the assump- 
tion, true thirty years ago but not ao., that 
sixteen ounces of silver will exchange freely 
for one of gold 

They want silver used, but only on a false 
standard. They want a silver dollar worth in- 
trinsically 47 cents, and they say they also 
wanta gold dollar worth intrinsically 100 
cents. They say that the intrinsic value of 
coins has no influence on their exchange 
value, and that therefore a silver dollar worth 
47 cents and a gold dollar worth 100 cents 
will circulate side by side in the United States 
and will be used indiscriminately by its peo- 
ple kor buying and selling, even though there 
are billions of these silver dollars. 

They assume that if a man were to owe a 
debt of $100, and had in his hands $200, half 
in gold and half in silver coins, he would not 
sort out those which had the least intrinsic 
value and pay his debt with them, but would 
pay itin whatever came handiest. They as- 
sume thata man would be as willing to re- 
ceive silver as gold, and would pay out the 
latter as promptly as the former. They say 
that intrinsic value is a matter of no conse- 
quence, and that everythifig depends on the 
government stamp. And yet they ought to 
know that in México and other silver-using 
countries the purchasing power of the silver 
dollar has fallen steadily in spite of au un- 
changed government stamp. 

It so happens, however, that there never 
was a case where a man who had two kinds of 
money in his hands, one being intrinsically 
better than the other, did not use the latter 
preferentially for the payment of debts and 
hold on to the former as long as possible. 
Even in this country, where the silver in use 
is tied to gold and there is a solemn pledge 
that the silver shall be kept at par with gold, 
those who have large payments to make to 
the government sort out their money, and 
pay in silver certificates because they deem 
them less valuable than gold, or than paper 
which like the legal tenders is directly re 
deemable in gold. 

If the country were to be flooded with silver 
dollars coined on the assumption that the in- 
trinsic value of sixteen ounces of silver is 
one ounce of gold, it would not take long to 
tell how two money standards work. No one 
would pay a gold dollar on a debt. No onp 
would pay out a gold dollar unless he got in 
exchange for it more than twice as much as 
he got for a silver dollar. Not even the St. 
Louis cranks would pay their debts in gold if 
they had any. They would buy silver dollars 
with it—160 of one for 47 of the other—and 
pay their debts: joyfully with the cheaper 
coins. 

Gold would go’out of circulation altogether, 
and the silver already in circulation would 
drop from its artificial to its intrinsic value 
or more than half, thus doing less than half 
the work it does now. But these Populists 
say all the gold and all the silver are needed 
for money purposes. But, under the pretense 
of increasing the quantity of money, they 
wouid drive out.all the gold and cut in half 
the utility of the 650 millions of silver em- 
ployed now. 

That this would happen is evident. It is 
what has happened in every country which 
kept on with the free coinage of silver after 
the great depreciation in value of that metal 
began. Therefore, what the free silverites 
want to do is not to eke out the stock of gold, 
which they say is too small, but to expel gold, 
so that debts may be paid with an overvalued 
metal on a false standard. They want to help 
debtors by the simple expedient of robbing 
creditors. Whether they themselves are debt- 
ors, or they are after offices and want the 
votes of debtors, is not certain. Probably 
both motives actuate them.

PRESSING NEED OF REVENUE. 

At last the Democratic leaders are begin- 
ning to understand that the party monkeying 
with the revenues of the Nation and the busi- 
ness of the country is productive of disastrous 
consequences. They have deliberately cut 
away the revenues by which the administra. 
tion ought to be able to pay its way and have 
precipitated upon the country a financial 
poverty such as it had not known in many 
years prior to the advent of the Democrats to 
power nearly two years ago. The leaders now 
find that after having increased the indebted- 
ness of the people by 100 million dollars, and 
that at a rate of interest far higher than it 
ought to be necessary to pay, they still are 
menaced with impecuniosity. The gold fund 
reimbursed by this borrowing is rapidly 
dwindling away by withdrawals which they 
are powerless to prevent and there is no pres- 
ent prospect of an improvement in the situa- 
tion unless new measures be adopted. There 
is now but 86 millions of free gold in the 
Treasury and practically no revenue is being 
obtained from whisky or suggr, the great 
length of time during which the new tariff 
bill was under discussion having allowed the 
whisky and sugar men to lay up for them- 
seives treasures where gaugers and other 
revenue officials cannot get at them, while the 
Populist income tax will not be available for 
nearly six months to come. 

It is understood the Treasury estimates in- 
cluded a large amount to be received from 
sugar in the next half year, but the indica- 
tions now are that the income in that time 
will be small, The vast stock of sugar that 
was laid in previous to the passage of the law 
is very far from being exhausted, It will sup- 
ply the refiners for some months yet, and fur 
all the longer period if they reduce their out- 
put, as some of them have threatened. For 
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naturally would be lukewarm 2 e 2}¢ millions, while under the | 


law it exceeded 50 millions per year. The 
Treasury experts are reported as advising that 


they do not expect any revenue whatever from 
spirits during the last half of this fiscal year, 


so that it now appears possible the revenue 
deficiency for that time will be even greater 
than the 2844 millions of ene fot the 
last six months. 

In view of all this it is hintea as more than 
mierely probabie that the Secretary of the 
Treasury will ask Congress, as son as possi- 
ble after it comes together again tomorrow, 
to immediately amend the tariff bill so as to 
give him additional revenue. Whether or not 
he suggests an increase of the tax on beer it 
may be regarded as certain this will be urged 
as the best practicable source of speedy reve- 
nue, and as likely that it will be adopted, A 
Washington correspondent voices an answer 
to the possible objection that an increase of 
the tax would raise the price of beer to the 
poor man. He says the only result in the di- 
rection of price would be to reduce the now 
extraordinary profits of the brewer, and claims 
there is four times more profit to retailers in 
lager beer than in ale, so that there would be 
no injustice to any one in reducing the beer 
profit to the ale standard. 


CRIMINAL STATISTICS. 

The array of statistical information con- 
cerning the criminal events of the year 1894, 
which was printed in Tun Trrpunz of yester- 
day, contains some interesting and significant 
facts likely to be overlooked by the general 
reader. Statistics are always suggestive, and 
when properly analyzed give out important 
truths in the various economies, The record 
of crime should engage the attention of the 
thoughtful. Counting suicides as crimes there 
were 4,912 as compared with 4,436 in 1893, 
showing an increase of 476. This is about 
the average increase that has obtained for -a 
series of years, and shows that the various 
causes of suicide are grewing more and more 
active every year. A curious feature of these 
statistics is tne inordinate number of physi- 
cians, as compared with other professional 
men, who take their lives in their owa hands. 
Will some physician explain this curious 
problem? Another curious ſeature of these 
statistics pertains to the agencies employed 
for self murder. In all the years that Tus 
Trrpuns hitherto has presented the records 
of suicide, the large majority have made their 
exits by shooting themselves. Last year the 
revolver was not in fashion. An equally 
large majority preferred to use poison as ap- 
parently the most effective method of ending 
existence. Perhaps the physicians can ex- 
plain this fact also. 

The record of murder is startling. In 1893 
there were 6,615 persons who died by vio- 
lence. The increase for a series of years had 
been quite steady, but last year it jumped 
from 6,615 to 9,800, an increase of 3,285. 
As not ail murder casés are reported it is 
probable the total was over 10,000. This is 
a discouraging record when considered by the 
side of the great progress in education and 
religion. Can it be explained in any other 
way than to credit it to the delays of the law, 
the laxity of justice, the corruption of juries, 
and the technicalities of cunning lawyers by 
which criminals escape and are thus encour- 
aged to commit murder? In the face of these 
10,000 murders there were but 132 persons 
hanged. Thus 9,868 escaped the extreme 
penalty of the law, or making all allowances 
the number who escaped was out of all pro- 
portion to the number executed. Ninety-one 
of these executions were in the Southern 
States and a considerable number of them 
were negroes. As negroes down there are 
hanged upon the slightest evidence it is prob- 
able that the proportion is still larger than 
stated above. In all this there is an eloquent 
argument for more speedy and thorough jus- 
tice, for reforms in court and jury practice, 
and for the restoration of the death penalty in 
those States where it has been suspended. The 
number of cases of lynching last year was 
190. It is to the credit of the North that 
only 24 took place in this section while the 
South had 166. It is not to the credit of 
the South that 134 of these were negroes, 
especially as every one of these 184 would 
have been hanged if his fate had been left in 
the hands of the courts. Many of these lynch- 
“mes have been exceptionally cruel though 
they have not been marked by the refine- 
ments of torture which characterized some of 
those in 1893. Still, of the total number 
there have been several negroes who were 
lynched on mere suspicion and some out of 
clear race prejudice, there being no charge 
against them. The only redeeming feature 
of the record is that the total of 1804 is 
smaller than that of 1893, which in turn was 
smaller than that of 1892. There is unques- 
tionably an awakening of public sentiment in 
the South as to the necessity for the enforce- 
ment of the law and the normal operation of 
justice. The Governors and prosecuting offi- 
cers of several States have taken a strong posi- 
tion, and have warned law-defying mobs of the 
dangers in store for them. It is to be hoped 
during the present year some of these lynch- 
ers may be brought to justice and that tne 
time is not far distant when offenders, 
whether black or white, wili be arrested, tried, 
and executed if they are found guilty, by due 
course of law instead of by angry and in- 
flamed mobs whose passions more than once 
have led them to the killing of innozené per- 
sons. The shocking record of embezzlements, 
which completes the statistics of crime, show- 
ing a total of ove: 25 million dollars of 
' public and private money stolen, nearly 6 
millions more than in 1893, and the largest 
total ever before known, has already been 
commented upon in these columns. It may 
well be asked of what use are extradition 
treaties in the face of sucha startling record 
as this? 


PROVIDING FOR STATE BANK ISSUES. 

The substitute currency bill presented by 
Mr. Springer, Chairman of the House Com- 
mittee on Currency and Banking, makes pro- 
vision for the issue of circulating notes by 
State banks, its terms therefor being little dif- 
ferent from those of the bill for which it is in- 
tended to bea substitute. A State bank which 
transacts no other than a banking business 
may issue circulating notes exempt from 
United States taxation when it is shown to 
the satisfaction of the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury and the Controller of Currency, as fol- 
lows: 

That it at no.time has had outstanding cir. 
culating notes in excess of 75 per cent of its 
paid up and unimpaired capital; that its stock- 
holders are individually liable for the redemp- 
tion of the notes to an amount equal to the 
par value of their stock (this, however, not 
to be required from trustees, quardians, ex- 
evutors, etc., if the assets in their hands be 
held liable); that the circulating notes are a 
first lien upon all the assets of the bank; that 
the bank has at all times kept on deposit with 
a duly authorized officer of the State a guar- 
antee fund in legal tenders, currency certifi- 
cates, or Treasury notes equal to 80 per cent 
of its outstanding circulation; and that it has 
promptly redeemed at par on demand at its 
principal office or at one or more of its 
branch offices, if it have any branches. 

The bill contains an amendment to the 
effect that any bank organized under the la we 
of any State may deposit with the Treasurer

bank is to be allowed to print or engrave its 
notes in similitude of a United States note 
or certificate or national bank note. The in- 
tent of the framers of the bill seems to be to 
preserve a due distinction between the 
notes issued by State banks and those 
banks, so that no person 
may take the latter without being aware 
‘of the fact that they are State bank issues. 
But also it leaves it open to the State banks 
to emit notes for much smaller sums than the 
$10, whichis the minimum amount fora 
national bank note. The latter may not issue 
small bills, while the State bank can put out 
notes for $1, $2, or $5 at pleasure, within the 
timit of 75 per cent of its “paid up and un- 
impaired capital. It would seem that there 
is in this a distinct intention to permit the 
State bank to appeal to the sympathies of the 
people in a way which the national bank is 
not to be allowed todo. The State bank note 
for a small amount is to be used alongside with 
the silver certificate instead of the silver dol- 
lar. if the people do not object to receiving it, 
while the other would not so compete, 

Why this discrimination in favor of the 
State bank? Why should the people have 
offered to them small bills emitted by State 
banks only and not by the national banks? 
Is there not in this proof of a desire to fos- 
ter the State bank at the expense of the other, 
so far as circulation is concerned? And if so, 
what excuse for it can be advanced, other 
than the Democratic determination to fall 
back on the old and now exploded doctrine of 
State rights as opposed to those of the Nation 
asawhole? In such case ought the Republic. 
an members of Cofigress to permit this 
* amended” bill to become a law? 


STATUS OF THE INCOME TAX. 

It is stated in the Washington dispatches 
that the friends of the income tax are begin- 
ning to be a little alarmed about the prospects 
of their inquisitorial meusure. Noappropria- 
tion was made at the last session to cover the’ 
expenses which will have to be incurred in 
the collection of the tax—for the payment of 
the salaries of the additional officers who will 
have to be appointed and for the printing of 
blanks, etc. The House has passed an appro- 
priation bill for this purpose which is now be- 
fore the Senate. The questionis whether that 
body will pass it between now and the 4th of 
March. 

There are some Democratic Senators who 


were opposed to the income tax last summer 


and who have not changed their views since 
then. There was nothing in the result of the 
recent elections to make them take any more 
kindly to the income tax, for they see the peo- 
ple have repudiated it. Should all the Repub- 
licans vote with this handful of Democrats 
against this appropriation they may be able 
to defeat it. It has been stated that some of 
the Republicans do not approve of this meth- 
od of killing the income tax and that while 
they may discuss the subject tney will not 
vote against the bill. But if a considerable 
minority should be determined to kill the ap- 
propriation by talking it to death that could 
be done, 

According to the statements of Democratic 
papers the Democratic majority in the Sen- 
ate is a nominal one, the Senate being in re- 
ality controlled by Mr. Gorman and the Re- 
publicans, It is alleged that the Democrats 
have no more form, cohesion, and policy 
thanalumpof lard, That bemg the case 
days and weeks may be spent in discussing 
this income tax appropriation and then noth- 
ing be accomplished. If the present Congress 
should fail to make an appropriation the next 
one, which will be controlled by the Repub- 
licans in both House and Senate, may not 
feel inclined to do so. 

It is possible, however, that if the Secretary 
of the Treasury does not get the money he 
has asked for he will try to collect the tax 
without it. He may endeavor to get along 
without the additional otficers contemplated 
by the law and may be able to find the money 
he needs for the printing of his blanks. It 
will not do, therefore, to assume that the 
failure to pass the appropriation bill will be 
equivalent to a failure to collect the tax. The 
Secretary: might defend his action on the 
ground that the revenue it is alleged this tax 
will produce is imperatively needed, though 
he can get none before July, and that he 
would not be discharging hie duty if he did 
not try to collect it. 

Therefore Congress should give the Secre- 
tary the revenue he needs by doubling the 
beer tax and should repeal the income tax in 
order that Mr, Carlisle may not feel obliged 
to attempt to try to collect it.

ALTGELD’S FORTHCOMING MESSAGE. 

Gov. Altgeld came to Chicago early 
this week for the purpose of consulting Mayor 
Hopkins. It is the intention of the Governor 
to incorporate in his message a defense of his 
course during the Debs riots of last summer. 
Hopkins is to ame extent in the same boat 
as himself, for it was their joint criminal neg- 
ligence which allowed those riots to make the 
progress they did. It was natural, therefore, 
that the two culprits should havea conference 
and agree on a defense. 

It was also the wish of the Governor to be 
furnished with alleged facts in support of his 
contention that there was no interference with 
inter-State commerce or the transportation 
of the maiis, and that therefore the President 
had no excuse whatever for sending any 
troops here, 

Undoubtedly he will devote a good deal of 
his message to this subject, and will repeat 
the insolent and semi-treasonable statements 
made last summer in his letters to Cleveland. 
He will reiterate his assertion that the Presi- 
dent of the United States has no right to send 
troops into Illinois without the request or the 
approval of Altgeld, ard he will say also that 
it is for Altgeld and not for the President to 
decide whether the enforcement of Federal 
laws in IIlinois has been interfered with. 

Of course he cannot be kept from freemg 
himself of his accumulated bile. This mes- 
sage will have to be printed as others are. 
But it would be a good idea for the Legisla- 
ture after the Governor has delivered himself 
to pass a resolution setting forth its abhor- 
rence of the views expressed by Altgeld, re- 
pudiating them on behalf of the people of the 
State, and deciaring that Illinois does not 
sympathize with these Calhounite doctrines, 
but believes in the supremacy of the National 
Government and recognizes its right to secure 
obedience to its laws here and in all other 
parts of the United States. 

A good strong resolution of this kind would 
be exceedingly distasteful to the Anarchist 
Governor, and would let the world know that 
while Illinois, less fortunate than Oregon, 
Colorado, and Kansas, was still afflicted with 
a crank Governor, the people of the State ab- 
horred his sentiments, and meant to get rid 
of him as soon as they had a chance.

Mexico Crry, Jon. 1.—An oscillatory earth- 
quake shoek was felt in this city and other 
parts of the Valley of Mexico Sunday. The 
movement was east and north, but of short 
duration, The disturbance caused great 
alarm from those who feared a repetition of 
the disastrous earthquake of Nov. 2, which 
killed thirteen people and did great 
property damage. In the Arben Theater, 
which is the only play-house now open 
in this capital, as the result of the 
damage sustained by the other theaters’ 
by the previous shocks, a stampede occurred, 
Women leaped from the lower boxes and the 
audience struggled for escape at the narrow 
exits. The manager appeared gn the stage 

and tried to calm the fear-crazed people,, and. 
at last, a degree of quiet was restored, bat 
not until the most of the audiance had taken 
refuge in the streets, which were full of 
frightened people, many of them in their 
night clothes. The scene of Nov. 2 was re- 
peated ina large part and thousands of peni- 
tents knelt in the open streets and prayed and 
cried in a loud voice for deliverance from 
death. 

In Belem Prison, where thousdnds of 
wretched beings are huddled together, pande- 
monium reigned, and the guards had hard 
work to prevent hundreds from breaking out 
of their quarters and flinging themselves over 
the walls. The large supply pipes leading to 
the city burst, flooding the streets. 

The disturbance was foreteid twp months 
ago by Juan N. Contreras of Guamajuato, the 
accredited and locally famous seismic prog- 
nosticator, who prophesied that between Dec. 
30 and Jan. 2 this volcanic zone would be 
visited by another earthquake disturbahce, 
Contreras is making his prophecies for three 
events in this line, and says the disturbances 
wül continue in greater or less degree at 
periods durmg 1895.

THINES THERE WILL BE NO ARMISTICE 


Japan's Minister Talks About the Pros- 
pects for a Peace Conference, 
Wasuinetor, D. C., Jan. 1.—Minister Kur- 
ino of Japan said today that in his judgment 
there would be no armistice and no abatement 
in the war between Japan and China until 
the peace plenipotentiaries have actually as- 
sembled. have formulated some basis which 
will. warrant a cessation of hostilities, and 
have themselves asked for an armistice, Mr. 
Kurino received unofficial information at an 
eatly hour this morning that a manifesto had 
been presented to the Japanese Parliament by 
the Liberal party, breathing the war spirit 
and asking the government to push on to Pe- 
kin before consenting to an armistice. 
“There is much talk of an immediate ar- 
mistice, continued Mr. Kurino, which is 
likely to cause misapprehension. I see no 
likelihood of an armistice until the plenfpo- 
tentiaries have met and agreed to request such 
action, together with some preliminary under- 
standing to indicate the advisability of ter- 
minating hostilities. Iam not officially ad- 
vised that this was the course, but it seems 
the necessary and only one. It is certain 


there will be no Hurried armistice before it id 


known what the plenipotentiaries are really 
likely to accomplish. 
Great Year for Japan. 


“Tt has been a most eventful year for 
Japan. Since the declaration af war in Au- 
gust Japan has advanced steadily. And it is 
a remarkable fuct that while our army and 
navy have been gaining an unbsoken series of 
victories the internal resourtes of Japan 
have not suffered by being drained for war 


purposes. At first the people in the northern 


parts had some hardships, as their local com- 
merce was injured by the needs of the govern- 
mentin taking their ships. But even these 
people have recovered. At present the indus- 
tries, manufactures, commerce,jand business 
of Japan are flourishing. There is the same 
activity and trade at Yokohama today as 
there was prior to the war. Corporation 
stocks showed some decline at the outset of 
the war, but now they are strong as ever. 

Has the Japanese Government been weak- 
ened by the demands of war?” Mr. Kurino 
was asked. 

Not in the least,.“ he said. It is stronger 
than ever in the support of the people and in 
the resources available, The war has aroused 
a dormant enthusiasm throughupt the coun- 
try. It has cemented parties and made them 
ali loyal to the government policy.

“They seem to gather strength as they pro- 
ceed,“ was the answer. Militaty authorities 


appear tc agree that the equipment and man- 


euvering and action of the army and navy are 
as good as modern nations have shown. The 
arms of Japan have been manufactured 
largely in its own factories. Many of the 
heavy guns have also been made at home, 
The navy has demonstrated the best possi- 
bilities of the use of torpedo attack and de- 
fense. The three great engagements of the 
war—Ping Yang, Yalu, and Port Arthur—un- 
doubtedly will stand as conspicuéus events in 
military history. And with it all Japan has 
shown its ability to conduct a great conflict

CLEVER SHARPER ARRESTED AT LAST. 


He Is Said to Be Wanted in America for 
Many Serious Crimes, 

Loxpox, Jan. 1.—It is reported that Frank 
Tarbo. alias Frank Taylor, who, together with 
William Carroll Woodward, alias the Hon. 
Lionel Musgrave, was arrested here charged 
with participating in a fight with cutladses at 
No. 18 Uister place, Regent’s Park, and who 
afterward jumped his bail, has been arrested at 
Cape Town. Subsequent to the disappear- 
ance of Tarbo and Woodward, who also 
jumped his bail, the police learned that both 
men were notorious American criminals and 


that the cutlass fight { had its origin 
in a dispute over the spoils of a 
robbery. It appears that Sunday, 


Oct. 7, a well dressed man, who gave his 
name as Arthur Saville, was thrown out of 
the house referred to, seriously cutting his 
head and face. After the police entered the 
house another man, who said he was Arthur 
Cockburn, was found lying in the hallway 
bleeding profusely from wounds similar to 
those inflicted on Saville. Lying near Cuck- 
burn were two cutlasses. Tarbo and Wood- 
ward, the occupants of the house, were placed 
under arrest. They declared that Saville and 
Cockburn had been wounded in a fight fol- 
lowing a drinking bout and that the cutlasses 
had been used by them (the prisoners) in 
self-defense. Later they were admitted tu 
bail, whereupon they disappeared. 

Then the police discovered, aided by the 
New York police, that their quondam pris- 
oners were international criminals, who were 
badly wanted. The man Saville turned out to 
be the younger son of one of the wealthiest 
Dukes, whom Tarbo and Woodward had 
robbed by means of cards of $300,000. In- 
vestigation showed that they had swindled 
many other persons out of large sums of 
money, one of their victims being Sam Lewis, 
probubly the best known and sharpest money 
lender in England. Mr. Lewis is extremely 
reticent in regard to the affair and has re- 
fused to tell how the sharpers got the better 
of him. 

Tarbo was at one time a leader of the no- 
torious Joseph Irving gang in New York. The 
London police have been indefatigable in 
their efforts to locate the pair, and it is 
thought they have been successful as far as 
Tarbo is concerned. Woodward is wanted 
to answer for an additional offense commit- 
ted just as he and his pal were about to quit 
the country. A man to whom they owed 
money in some way learned they had gone 
to Gravesend. He followed, met them, and 
demanded the payment of the debt. Wood- 
ward hit him on the head with some sort of 
a weapon and nearly kilied him. 


FIFTEEN THOUSAND ARMENIANS SLAIN. 


More Horrible Stories Received from the 
Scenes of the Massacre. 

Bogsrox, Mass., Jan. 1.—A letter just re- 
ceived in this city from a point near the seat 
of the recent outrages in Eastern Turkey 
places the number of slaughtered Armenians 
at fully 15,000. It is written by a man in 
whom the highest confidence is placed, and 
portions are too horrible to repeat. The 
writer, in part, says: 

The Armenians, oppressed by Kurds and Turks, 
said: We cannot pay taxes to both Kurds and 
government.”’ Plundered and oppressed by the 
Kurds they resisted them; there were some 
killed. Then false reports were sent to Con- 
stantinople that the Armenians were in arms in 
rébellion, Orders were sent to the Mushir at 
EXrgengan to externrinate them. The order read 
before. the army collected in haste from 
„ all the chief tribes of Eastern Turkey 
were: “Whoeyer spares men, women, or 
children is disloyal.” The region was 
surrounded by soldiers and 20,000 Kurds also 
are said to have been massed there. Then they 
advaneed upon the center, driving in the people 
like a flock of sheep, and continued thus to ad- 
vance for days. No quarter was given; no mercy 
shown. Men, women, and children were shot 
down or butchered like sheep. Probably when 
they were. set, upon in this way some tried to save 
their lives and fesisted in self-defense, Many. 
who could, fled in all directions, but the majority 
was slain. The most probable estimate is 
15,000 killed and thirty-five villages plundered, 
razed, and burned. Women were outraged and 
men butchered. A priest was taken to the roof 
of his church and hacked to pieces and the edi- 
fice set on fire. A large number of women and 
girls collected in a church were kept for days, 
the sport of soldiers, and then murdered. It is 
said the number was so large that the blood 
flawed out of the church door. 

The soldiers contended over a beautiful girl 
they wanted. to preserve, but she, too, was killed. 
As a contirmation of the report, ibe other day 


- several hundred soldiers were returning from the 


seatof war and one was heard to say that he 
alene, with his own hand, had killed thirty 
women about to become mothers. 

At a meeting of the Methodist Episcopal 
ministers of this city and vicinity resolutions 
were adopted expressing profound sympathy 
with the Christidhs in Turkish Armenia.

It was also de- 
cided that a sermon shall be preached every 
month until further orders on the condition 
of affairs in Turkish Armenia. 


SPAIN WILL REVISE CUBAN TARIFF. 


Queen Regent Signs the Decree Calling 
for a Commission. 

Maprrp, Jan. 1.—The Queen Regent today 
signed adecree appoirting a commission to 
revise the Cuban and Puerto Ricon tariffs. The 
commission is composed of members repre- 
senting all the political parties in Cuba, a 
number of Spanish colonial merchants trading 
with Cuba, and officials of the Ministry of the 
Colonies. Her Majesty has also decreed the 
appointment of a commission empowered to 
prevent evasion of the payment of taxes on 
taxable property and industries in Cuba. The 
Arst business at the reopening of the Cortes 
wil) be the discussion of the projected Cuban 
reforms, inciuding the formation of an ad- 
ministration chamber to sitin Havana. This 
cha m ber is to be made up of members elected 
by Cubans on an enlarged franchise, members.

William L. Strong was inaugurated Mayor at 
12 o’clock today with brief and simple cere- 
mony. He will be Mayor for three years and 
in as many montha there will probably bea 
clean sweep in all of the city offices. 

Mayor Strong came down to the hall short- 
ly before noon accompanied by his secretary, 
Job E. Hedges, anda few friends, He was 
met by retiring Mayor Gilroy and the party 
retired to the private room off the Mayor’s 
office. There was a crowd present in the 
main office and politicians of high and low 
degree swarmed in the corridors outside. A 
number of the city officers were present to 
congratulate the new Mayor. .They were not 
overcheerful, tor some of them do not know 
how soon they will be asked to resign. The 
one man among them who appeared to be 
happy and entirely at ease was Controller 
Fitch, who fills an elective office and cannot 
be removed. There were flowers for the new 
Mayor, inkstands, paper knives, and orna- 
ments for his desk, everything new. 

By 11:30 o’clock the Mayor’s office was 
crowded with politicians, reformers, and busi- 
ness-men. Thecrush was terrific, the worst 
ever known on such an occasion. Leaders of 
the old Republican machine were not much 
in evidence, Iney probably did not feel 
comfortable in such a crowd of reformers. A 
detail of police from the City Hall station 
. guarded the doors, but there was little for 
them to do. At 12:03 o'clock the police 
cleared a passageway through the crowd and 
Col, Strong and Mayor Gilroy came forward, 
closely followed by Gen. Anson G. McCook.

Among those who shook hands 
with him were ex-Mayor Hewitt and ex- 
Mayor Grace, Mayor Strong stood the or- 
deal well and had a pleasant word for those 
who stopped long enough to express good 
wiehes. The first man to take the oath of 
office was Job E. Hedges. private secretary 
and chief clerk. Bion L. Burrows, con- 
fidential clerk, was next commissioned and 
took the oath of office. None ot the other 
men appointed was present. 

Clean Slate for Mr. Strong. 

The new Mayor will have a clean slate to 
work on, as Mr. Gilroy had left nothing unfin- 
ished iu the routine work of his office when 
be left there last night. The Board of Alder- 
men will not organize until next week. The 
new Sheriff, Mr. Tamsen, entered upon the 
duties of his position today, and so did the 
new Coroners. 

Conditions for the new officials will be 
somewhat different from those that have pre- 
vailed heretofore, The new State Constitu- 
tion goes into effect today. Under it every 
species of gambling is prohibited and is 
classed as a criminal offense. Of course, the 
public pool-rooms have been closed for over 
ayearand a half, but the initiated have no 
difficulty in placing bets in many of the hand- 
book offices which have been running here. 

Rumors of intended resignations of many 
officials in the city departments are rife, but it 
is generally believed the men in possession of 
these coveted places will hold on until they 
see whether a power of removal bill will be 
passed at Albany.

OHIOAGO WOMEN HAVE A TRULY BO- 
 HEMIAN TIME IN THALIA HALL. 


It’s at a Gathering of Jednota Ceskych 
Dam, Where the Advancement of the 
Gentier Sex Is Discussed=Bohemians 
Asked to Work with Americans=Mme. 
Josefa. Humpal-Zemanova Pres ide 
Mme. Henrotinova, Mme Flewerovs. 
and Mile. Sweetovs Among the Speakers 

Speaking nationally, it was a most delight- 
ful Bohemian affair—the meeting yesterday 
afternoon under the auspices of the Jednota 
Ceskych Dam, a world-wide organization of 
Bohemian women which in Chicago includes 
1,300 members. The gathering is particu- 
larly notable in that it is the first of a series 
of New Year’s day meetings whereby, in the 
work of woman, the Bohemian may extend 
her belping hand to her progressive sister, the 
American. In a word, the affair may be said 
to mark an epoch in the work of Bohemian 
women of Chicago who are identified with 
forty clubs devoted to education and philan- 
thropy. 

Thalia Hall, where the three hours’ session 
was held, is at Eighteenth and Allport streets, 
in the midst of a Bohemian settlement. The 
hall was filled tu overflowing with an audi- 
ence of 2,000 enthusiastic men and women, 
mostly Bohemians, who were generous in ap- 
plause as each number of the program was 
given, 

On the stage were seated the speakers of the 
afternoon and the executive members 
of the Jedhota Ceskych Dam, inciud- 
ing the President, Mme. Barbara Pit- 
teovou, and the Committee on Arrange- 
ments, Mme. Anna  Stalfova, Mme. 
Josefa Humpal-Zemauova, Mme. Fr. 
Hiadoveova, Mme. Viktorie Vickova, Mme. 
Kat. Stechova. On either side and draped 
in scarlet and white—Bohemian colors—were

the portraits of Mme. Eliska Krasnohorska, a 
poetess of note in Prague, and Mme. Karo- 
lina Svetia, a writer interested in woman’s 
work in Bohemia. 

In Charge of Mme, Humpa!-Zemanova, 


The meeting wasin charge of Mme. Josefa 
Hum pa'-Zemanova, editor of the Zinsky Listy, 
a Bohemian paper published fortn gutly in 
this city, and a resident of Hu!! House, who 
some day hopes to found a Bohem ian social 
settlement. Mme. Josefa Humpa!-Zemanova 
will be remembered for work done in connec- 
tion with the Woman’s Congresses of the Co- 
lumbian Exposition. 

In the Bohemian language Mme, Humpal- 
Zemanova introduced Ses. Barbara Pitteo- 
vou, who in her native tongue welcomed the 
audience on behalf of the Jednota Ceskych 
Dam. The speaker said this organization, 
the first to undertake to advance womankind, 
had called the meeting as an inspiration to 
future work. The advantages of education 
were emphasized in conclusion, and parents 
were besought to so train their children. 

Mme, Splavcova sang some popular Bo- 
hemian songs, after which me. Papikova 
spoke in Bohemian language on behalf of her 
sisters. The Bohemian women of Chicago, 
she said, were watching with keen interest the 
work of women in Europe. The fact that Bo- 
hemia is a kingdom under Austria was de- 
plored and the hope expre-sed that it would 
soon have home rute. The address ended 
with ar? earnest appeal that the women of 
Chicago would heip in apy work designed to 
advance the women in Bohemia. 

Mme.Josefa Humpal-Zemanova spoke brief- 
ly in English. saying the Bohemian women of 
Chicago stood ready to codperate in the ad- 
vancement of woman’s work. In turn Mme. 
Charles Henrotinova, as the distinctively Bo- 
hemian program had it, spoke of the Feder- 
ation of Clubs.“ In an introductory way she 
thus spoke of the movement: 

All over Europe the same motive seen in 
woman's work. In England women have the 
strongest political organizations. which is nat- 
ural inasmuch as they have suffrage in all mat- 
ters other than parliamentary. The influence of

English women is thus made world-wide. In 
France, on the other hand, the Union of Women 
in France was evoked after the Franco-Prus- 
sian war. In fact, so rapidly has organization 
taken place in France that all women, Protestant 
or Catholic, are identified with the woman’s 
movement. In Germany there is a national so- 
ciety, with branches in almost every town. de- 
signed to help woman toward preparation for a 
trade or profession. 

In America the organizations for women are 
unique in power, ere are the missionary, the 
— — penta pyre 2 yey Pe 
suffrage societies, , greatest o er 
ation of Clubs. ° 

To my foreign sistérs I want to say this: We 
want you to come to us. We do not want to take 
away your national love. but love us and love 
Bohemia. In fact, we dre gat to meet you, not 
halt way but all the way, The little chasm of na- 
tionality may be bridged; The American woman 
needs yourcodperation, and the Bohemian woman 
wil fail without our assistance, At the next 
biennial meeting of the Federation of Clubs. then, 
we hope to have the pleasure ahd honor of hav- 
ing Jednota Ceskych Dam join our ranks. 


Speaks of the Chicage Club. 


The address elicited warm applause, after 
which a feature not down on the program 
was introduced. The ubiquitous camera 
fiend appeared, and after the women had re- 
arranged their headgear and assumed their 
sweetest smile a view of the audience was 
taken for exhibition at an exposition to be 
held at Prague 5.

NEW SYSTEM OF VENTILATION. 


A Pian for Keeping Smoke and Dust Out 
of Steam Cars. 


Pittsburg Dispatch: Two of the greatest 
banes of steam railway traveling are smoke 
and dust, and any attempt to enable a travel- 
er to reach his destination with even a mod- 
erate sense of cleanliness wiil meet its own 
sure reward. A ventilating window has been 
tried for some time in the cars of a progres- 
sive railway company. with a view to remedy 
the inadequacy of the ordinary methods of 
car ventilation. The window has a single 
sash. hinged at both ends and sides by slip 
hinges, so that either side can be opened, or 
the sash can be pushed outward, parallel with 
the side of the car, Under ordinary condi- 
tions the window is swung open from the 
front hinges, so that the opening is protected 
by the sash. 

There is such a supply of fresh air that 
practically no inconvenience is experienced 
from the smoke of the locomotive. The rush 
of air past the window creates an exhaust and 
draws out the air from the car, fresh air being 
supplied through the deck windows in sum- 
mer, while in winter the leakage of air around 
the deck windows and front door is sufficient 
for ventilation, so that a continuous exhaust 
goes on through the windows at all times. 
The nuisance of dust and the entrance of rain 
is prevented by a water table over the win-. 
dow, and there is alsoa brass ehield on the 
bottom of the sash to hinder the dust entering 
from beneath. The shield slides in a groove 
in the sill. The sash closes against rubber 
strips, making an airtight fit when closed. 

To prevent the sashes being opened the 
wrong way a locking rod extends the length 
of the car, which is fitted with a handle over 
each platform. This rod is under the control 
of the brakeman, who locks the hinges of the 
leading side of the window in the same way as 
on suburban cars; the alternate deck lights 
are opened or closed according to the direc- 
tion in which the car is running. In a test of 
this new ventilator the windows were pur- 
posely opened in the tunnels and the small 

uantity of smoke that leaked in around the 

rop window, in the doorway, and at the for- 
ward deck lights was exhausted by the win- 
dow air current.

THE TITLE OF GOVERNOR. 


With the Exception of Two States There Is 
No Legisiation for It. 

Philadelphia Press: A correspondent in 
one of our contemporaries has raised the 
question as to whether the Governor of Penn- 
sylvania is to be addressed by some dis- 
tinguishing title, such as his Excellency. This 
is a very old conundrum both as applymg to 
the President of the United States and to the 
Chief Executives in various States, 

The Pittsburg Times revives the historical 
fact that in Congress immediately after the 
adoption of the Constitution there was a joint 
committee on title. There was a truly funny 
and long continued debate on the subject, 
with a very strong disposition, participated in 
by both the Southern and New England Rep- 
resentatives, that the Presideat should be 
known by some title. Whether it should be 
his ** Elective Majesty.“ his Highness,” or 
the subject of a most 
ridiculous dispute, and itis all the more ri- 
diculous because it was conducted with so 
much gravity by some of the foremost men 
of the time. 

Nothing was accomplished, however, and 
we have been getting further from the non- 
seuse of titles ever since. The President has 
none, and, with the exception of two New 
Eng and States, there is no legislation in aay 
of the States conferring a title upon the Gov- 
ernor. It bas been something of a practice 
with many, however, to speak of the Governor 
as his Excellency, and it deen used some. 
times in official intercourse, Its commonest 
use, probably, has been in petitions to the 
Executive, where it seems to have been 
thought well to use a little sweetening to se- 
cure a proper hearing. 

In this State we have had Governors with 
bad taste 22 to encourage the use of the 
designation, Your Excelleney.“ Their com- 
munications have been announced to the 
Legislature as from “His Excellency the 
Governor.” This does not strike some peo- 
ple as laughable, but it is altogether so. We 
are confident that when the secretary of Gov. 
Hastings is intrusted with the delivery of any 
message to the Legisiature his simple an- 
nouncement will be “a message from the 
Governor of the Commonwealth,“ and that 
there will be no foolishness about titles.

Senator W. B. Allison of Iowa, who went 
home to enjoy his Christmas, was at the 
Grand Pacific Monday on his way back to 
Washington. Toa reporter for Tun Turnen 
he talked candidly and ‘interestingly, but 
cauticusly, of public and private affairs, 

„The ‘national finances’? Senator Allison 
said, are in a deplorable and alarming con- 
dition, The revenues are not nearly large 
enough to defray the expenses of the gpvern- 
ment. In the last year there has been a de. 
ficit of $101,000,000, and it is increasing at 
the rate of $5,000,000 a month. One thing 
is certain, Congress must devise some new 
revenue, or else there must be another loan. 
The last loan, instead of serving to replenish 
the reserve, will all be required to defray the 
ordinary expenses of the country. 

“The eauses of this falling off are some- 
what obscure. Most people will lay it to the 
Wilson tariff, but it antedates that tariff. It 
is the product in part of hard times, for our 
people are living economically and do not re- 
quire so many imports as they did. What the 
remedy.is to be is just as uncertain. As to 
Mr. Carlisle's remedy Im unt ble to express 
any opinion of it, because it has not yet taken 
shape. It already has been altered twice, and 
will be altered a good many times more be- 
for I will be called on to pass oh it.

Gov, Altgeld called upon Mayor Hopkins, 
Monday for the first time since the latter has 
occupied the Mayoralty chair.

WHERE AARON BURR FEASTED. 


“Red Mill” That Was the Scene 
of Stirting Events. 

Arcola, N. J., special in Globe-Democrat: 
This is a sleepy little hamlet in the Paramus 
Valley, but it is just now the cause of reviving 
some very interesting historical recollections, 
An old frame building, kno vn for a century 
and a half as the Red Mill,“ is being torn 
down. This mill was the scene of stirring in- 
cidents during the revolution, and recalls one 
of the love episodes of Aaron Burr. The story 
of the mill and its historical association, as 
recently told in the local papers, is about as 
follows: 

Laramus Valley was au important section 
during the revolution, being the scene of many 
raids and encounters between the Hessians, 
who were sent into this part of New Jersey, 
and the patriots, It was across this vailey 
that ardent Aaron Burr frequently rode at 
midnight through the enemy’s lines to visit 
the charming widow, Theodosia Prevost, 
whose stateiy nausion still stands near Hoho- 
kus. The records teil that Lieut.-Col. Burr, 
who was with the American army at 
White Plains, was aided in these enter- 
prises by half a dozeu trusty men of his 
command. Having procured a suitable scow, 
the bottum was covered with blanketa and 
buffalo robes, on which the Coloneé.’s horse 
was thrown and he d until the Jersey shore 
was reached. when the animal was taken 
ashore and carried its master on his mission 
of love. And it wasin the immediate vicini- 
ty of Red M.lis that Col. Burr played an ac- 
tive part in events that gave him his first mil- 
itary reputation. | 

In the winter of 1776 Col. Burr was in 
command of asmall detachment of native 
troops, who desccratei the old church by 
| using it as a barrack and tor stabling ther

horses. Toward the end ot De- 
cember he learned that the enemy had been 
foraging along the eastern boundary 


of the valley and were encamped near Red 
Mills. Makinga rapid march in the nigat, 
he personally reconnoitered the British 
camp, and led his meh to the most exposed 
point by-a detour into “the sprouts and 
dispatching the sentinel with a shot from 
his own pistol gained a victory without los- 
ing a man, Nearly all the stolen stock 
was returned to the owners, who mani- 
fested their patriotic appreciation by en- 
tertainmg Col. Burr and his men at a 
Christmas feast in the Red Mill, the only 
building large enough to accommodate so 
numerous a company. This feast, tradition 
says, wus graced by the beautiful widow and 
aii the farmers’ wives and daughters for miles 
around, the victory of the Colonel giving them 
respite {rom the harassing fears that con- 
stantly assaiied them through the forays of 
plundering bands, Some of the old Dutch 
families in the valley are said to stil possess 
dishes and cooking utensils used in: 
Christmas dinner to Col. Burr’s forces. 
There is also a tradition that prior to this 
period a young warrior of the Hacking hacky 
Indiens, who were on friendly terms with the 
whites, was arrested for murdering a trader, 
and was confined in the Red Mill awaitmg re- 
moval to the jail at Hackensack. He escaped 
during the night by removing a loose board in 
the floor, and was supposed to have got safely 
away, but when the miller turned on the 
water in the morning and the wheel began to 
move a terrible shr.ek was heard above the 
creaking machinery. It was soon discovered 
that tne Indian had secreted himself on a 
cross piece in the big water wheel, and his 
life was crushed out at the tirst revolution. 
So far as the pub.ic records show, the mill 
was in operation in 1753, when it was sold to 
John Doremus by Stephen Bauldwin, the de- 
scription including the mill, mill rights, and 
water privileges. It was then, and for many 
years after, a grist mill. It was subsequentiy 
owned be King Zabriskie, then by the 
Oids family, and next by John and Bernard 
Ryers (probabiy the Ryerson of today). In 
1820 the Ryers sold the mill to Albert A, 
Westervelt, who was very wealthy, purchas- 
ing adjoining tracts, that on which the mill 
stood being known as the meudowland.”’ 
This A bert A. Westervelt was the grand. 
father of Peter Doremus, the grocer of Pat- 
erson, and of ex-Assemblyman Jacob W. 
Doremus of Red Mils. The mother of the 
latter. Mrs, Margaret Doremus, is still living 
at Paterson at the age of 93 years. Albert 
sold one-half his interest in the mi. l property 
to his son-in-law, Edward B. Force, who was 
a noted Rechabite. Mrs. Force was a woman 
of superior intellectual attainméats, attend- 
ing to all her husband’s business correspond- 
ence and contributing largely to the success 
which attended him. 
For many years carding machinery had 
been in use in the mill, wnere tne raw wool 
was carded and dyed for the farmers, whose 
wives and daughters spun the flax and made 
their own clothes. Force eniarged the plant. 
running it as a woolen mill, and making wool 
yarn tor the Higgins carpet factory in New 
York. He also . thé dyeing tacilities. 
After the death of Force his estate was di- 
vided by commissioners in 1854, when 
George Graham bought the old mill, and un- 
der his ownership it became the scene of un- 
usual activity, Graham took a subcontract 
from Robert tty of Little Pails, near Pat. 
erson, who bad a large contract for maki 
army blankets. Durmg the rebeilion bot 
men made a great deal of money out of this 
business,

TALK OF THE SPRING CITY TICKETS, 


Republicans May Hold Thetr Convention 
the Last Week tn February. 

There is a difference of opinion among the 
Republican leaders as to wheu the convention 
for nominating a city ticket should be held. 
There is a strong movement for an unusually 
eariy convention, but the more conservative 
men seem to favor the last week in February.

He Speaks Out Strongly for the Marrenner

Fire Marshal Swenie is in favor of the ordi- 
nance which Ald. Marrenner will introduce in 
the Council Thursday nignt with reference to 
outside stopeocks for gas mains entering 
buildings. Wherever natural gas is used, 
explained the Chief, there should be stop.

The fluid has no odor 
and we cannot tell where it is, An explosion 


is liable to occur any time. We 
have a list of ali the large down- 
town places using oatural gas and 


in a good many instances stopecocks have 
‘been prov.ded and our trucks carry wrenches 
for turning them, Then there are the large 
office buildings which consume large quan- 
tities of illuminating gas. They also should 
be furnished with outside cutoffs. I believe 
it wou.d be economy in the end for the gas 
com panies to put in these valves. In case of 
a bad fire enough gas is burned to pay for 
three or four catofis. I should think the in- 
surance companies would do something about 
it. Natural gas makes a risk much more 
hazardous.

II notice in Tas Trisune of Dec. 24 the 
extract from Chief Salmon of the Bureau of Ani- 
mal Industry on hog cholera or swine plague, 
which treats entirely of germ virus and remedies 
therefor. [have long entertained the opinion 
that too little investigation is given to animal 
hygiene and to the environment and treatment 
of our animals prior to the appearance of the 
plague. Sajutary lessons in this line may be 
studied by, reviewing the methods of breed- 
ing and making our big fellows. Before 
the appearance of disease, hog-tight fences 
were the only bar to their liberty. They ranged 
the highways, the forests, and the commons, and 
selected the delicacies of waste, insgcts, reptiles, 
and plants, Their quest for snakes, in obedience 
to tLeir canine proclivities, was abnormal. Que 
year of this privilege to root, hog, or die was es 
teemed economical before fattening. The diet 
of youth was milk and slops from the kitchen, 
supplemented with wheat bran. Finally, when 
they were to be fed for the shambles, they were 
put on a full flooring. and the limit of the econ- 
omical time was ninety days. 
These were the privileges of the hog before 
swine plague or hog choiera was known. Now, 
dénizens of the prairie, compare this history with 
your practices. If a change of the conditions 
and treatment of an animal can possiby dis- 
‘qualify him for resisting exposures to infectious 
or contagious diseases, the present, compared 
with the old. will account for a large part, if not 
for the entire loss, from the plague. :

ARIZONA’S QUAKER SHERIFF. 


The Climate Not Suited to the Principles 
in Which He Was Brought Up. 
Arizona possesses a Quaker Sheriff who is 
startingly effective. He isCommodore Perry 
Owens, Sheriff of Apache County, formerly 
City Marshal of Winslow. and one of the 
guards of the Wells-Fargo express across Ari- 
zona. He is an Indianian who went to Ari- 
zona fifteen years ago. His peopie are Quak- 
ers, and live near Cartersburg, Ind. When a 
friend asked him the other day if the report 
was true that he had removed from active 
life more men than any other man in Ari- 
zona he looked pained fora moment. Then 
he answered : 
was raised a Quaker; but out here, you 
see, a man can’t work at that. It ain't 
suited to the Arizona climate. I have done a 
good deal of shooting, but it has all been 
necessary and in the line of my official duty. 
My good mother, back in Hendricks County, 
every now and then writes mea letter. She 
ees newspaper stories about me and she mis. 
nderstands them. You ask me if I’ve shot 
100 men. Well, no, I haven't; that is, unless 
you want to count Mexicans. I've only 
killed fourteen white men and wounded fifty- 
three. Some of them died after they were 
wounded, but that was the fault of the doctor. 
„Over in Winslow, several years ago, I was 
the Sheriff and had a warrant for a fellow’s 
arrest. I wrote to him to come in and sur- 
render. He didn’t even answer my letter. So 
after a while I went after him. He was at his 
mother’s house, a double log cabin built in L 
shape. I tied my horse and went to the 
house. As I knocked on the door! caught a 
glimpse of two faces at a window at my 
back. The door opened about a foot and the 
man I was after stuck a gun out, I let 
drive with my Winchester, and as I heard 
him drop I fired ‘over my shoulder through 
the window. The second load caught two, 
killing one and shatter the arm of a 
younger brother. I knew that there was still 
another man in the house, and that it was 
dangerous to remain on the porch. I jumped 
out into the open ground, and as I did sol 
saw a man sheltering himself behind a buck- 
board.

INDIANA’S GOVERNOR WANTS THREE 
NEW BILLS PASSED. 


The First Defines Prize- Fighting and Pro- 
vides PunishmenteThe Second and 
Thiid Bills Are Aimed Not Only at 
Winter Racing. but a Thirty-Day 
Clause:Is Put In- Roby Closes Out of 
Respect to the Rules of the National 

- Turf CongresseMeeting Successful. 


Vauparaiso, Ind., Jan. 1.—[Special,]— 
Gov. Matthews is determined to suppress the 
Roby race track, and for that purpose re- 
quested Judge Gillett of the Porter-Lake 
Circuit Court to prepare three bills which 
the Governor will present to the Indiana Leg- 
islature next week. The first is an act de- 
fining prize-fighting and providing the pun- 
ishmeat as follows: 

Soc. 1. Be it enacted b 
of the State of Indiana: T 
engage in a fight or sparring contest with each 
other for a prize oc rewa whether with or 
without gloves; or if two persons shall engage 
in a fight or sparring contest with or without 

gloves in which any number of individuals ex- 
ceeding thirty shail be permitted to witness such 
contest by the payment, directly or indirectly, of 
any sum of money, or by the giving of anything 
of value, such fight or contest shall be denom- 
inated a prize 

Sec. 2. Any person engaged as a principal in 
any prize-fight shall, upon conviction thereof, 
imprisoned in the State’s prison not more than 
two years nor less thao one year. 

All persons engaged in an effort to ar- 
renge any part of the preliminaries for such 
fight, and all seconds and attendants upon such 
fighters, or either of them, shall be accessories 
before the fact and punishable by the same meas- 
ure of punishment as is provided in case of the 
conviction of principals. 

The second is an act to prohibit horse rac- 
ing at certain seasons and under certain cir- 
cumstances, 


A Thirty Day Clause, 

Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of Indiana: That it shail be unlawful 
to allow any animal of che horse kind to race 
upon vi race-track either partially. or wholly

Sec. 3. In case of a violation of either of the 
above sections by any person, whether he was at 
the time acting with the sanction of the owner 
lessee, or manager of such track or not, it shal 
be competent for any citizen of the State to file 
an information in the name of the State on his 
relation in the Circuit Court of the county where 
such track is situate, alleging that either of such 
sections has been violated. whereupon it shall be 
the duty of such court, or the Judge thereof, in 
vacation to issue a temporary restraining order 
restraining all persons from in anx way violating 
or assisting in the violation of such section there- 
after within the limits of such track until other- 
wise ordered. 


Natice te Defendants. 


As soon thereafter as possible the court or 
Judge shall cause notice to be given to all de- 
fendants, so far as they can be reached by notice, 
that at a certain time to be fixed by the court or 
Judge they may appear and show cause, if any 
they have, why such order shall not continue un- 
til the final heari If necessary to enforce any 
order the court or Judge may station an officer or 
officers at such track. 

Sec. 4. All persons who appear to have any in- 
terest in such race track property upon the rec- 
ords of the county shall be made defendants to 
such suit. and such persons, as well as ail others 
concerned (the latter of whom need not be mon- 
tioned by name), shall be notified of the pen- 
dency of such proceedings for at least two weeks 
by publication in some weekly newspaper of the 
county of genera circulation therein. At the ex- 
piration of such time any person having a legal 
interest in the result of such suit may, upon peti- 
tion, be admitted as an additional party defend- 
ant. Any person having an interest insuch prop- 
erty, whether made a party or not, shall be bound 
by the judgment. 

Sec. 5. Such cause shall be set down fora 
trial before u jury and such jury shall deter- 
mine whether the provision of the sec al- 
leged to have been violated has been violated as 
alleged, and if such jury shall so find it shall be 
the duty of the court to render a decree on the 
verdict of such jury forever enjoining all per- 
sons from violating such provision upon said 
race course, and such court or Judge is authorized 
to punish a violation of its temporary restrain- 
ing order or temporary injunction, or the court's 
subsequent permanent injanction, by imprison- 
ment the county jail for not less than ten 
days nor longer than three months. 

Change of Venue. 

Sec. 6. Changes of venue may be granted 
from the county to either party as in other cases, 
and the relator shall not be liable forcosts. The 
suit shall be prosecuted either by the Prosecut- 
ing Attorney or by the Attorney-General, as the 
reiator shall request. 

The third is an act to enable the Governor 
to see that the laws are faithfully executed: 
Wuereas, The fact is that within the last two 


years there have been organizatiuns formed 


which have constantly violated the laws of the 
State, and with which organization the local po- 
lice authorities are unable or unwilling to inter- 
fore; and,. 

WHEREAS, Under the existing law the Governor 
is left powerless to perform his constitutional 
duty excepting in cases calling for the interven- 
ticn of the military power.

The Governor says 
Judge Buchwalter’s arraignment of the 
State of Kentucky was unwarranted in 
reason and in fact, and was to be regretted 
as ite tendency, if it was to have any influ- 
ence, was to destroy comity between States, 
Exasperated people in Kentucky and Ohio 
had resorted to mob violence always in ex- 
treme cases. Yet the civil authorities in every 
case endeavored to let the law have its course, 
Moreover, there is no report that Judge Buch- 
walter made no effort to rebuke ihe violence 
of the mob that Sunday night attempted to 
rescue Hampton from the officers when 
they arrested him. His demand of the guar- 
antee of Kentucky officials is vittually au at- 
tempt to amend the laws of the Nation on this 
matter.

Many of those who perishtd were burned 
beyond identification. About 200 persons 
were in the halt altogether. All had met to 
hold a Christmas tree. While the presents 
were being distributed George Paine started 
to go to the door, walking on top of the seats. 
His head struck a large lamp. The 
lamp began to swing too and fro. He caught 
hold of it with his hand to steady it, when it 
began to flash up. Francis Chrisman took 
the lamp, which held about a gullon of oil, 
out of the bracket and started for the door. 
Some one knocked it out of his hand and it 
fell to the floor. It was knocked around and 
kicked about several times in an attempt to 
extinguish the flames. 

Oil was spilled on the floor and flames start- 
ed to run along the side of the building and 
across the rear of the building, where was the 
only outiet to the hall. A panic followed 
little thought was given to the screaming 
women and children. It wasa case of the 
survival of the fittest. Several persons got 
out at one of the two windows in the hall. A 
ladder was then placed at this window and a 
few more were saved. Soon the entire build- 
ing was enveloped in flames, shutting off all 
hope of escape for those still in the hull. 

The calamity has prostraied the whole 
country. Every house in the village is a hos- 
pital. People have come for 100 miles to 
minister to the injured and inter the dead.

The hotel 
was conducted by Pascoe, and he had made 
all arrangements to give it up today, having 
moved his furniture out of the building. 
Pascoe was 26 years ot age and came from 
Nicholasville, Ky. Mrs. Masters was a 
widow. The building was a three-story brick 
belonging to Sam Miller of Knoxville, Tenn., 
and was insured for $5,000. The fire is be- 
lieved to have been of incendiary origin,
